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CHAPTER X.

We i ow-wowed over It 
awhile, and the result was that at four o’clock next evening I 
was at tbe office of the canal boat with baggage, dog and gun, 
ready for a life on the ocean wave. I say a life on tbe ocean 
wave. Well, perhaps, It was not the ocean, although It will be 
part of tbe ocean when It runs down there; but nob >dy can deny 
It was almost a life, for of all alow modes of locomotion canal 
boating la the slowest. Dick Selden’s plantation Is forty miles 
from Richmond, and It takes twelve hours to reach It by the 
canal. But there are pleasures and excitements and dangers 
about this route as well as upon the lightning express. A lady 
who crossed the ocean twelve times was knocked overboard by a 
bridge on this terrific route on one occasion, and went to the 
bottom to rise no more. Men have been known to go 
mad from the effect ^>f the frightful horn of the driver, or the 
more frightful horns which the steward deals out from a box three 
feet square, or from playing backgammon In tbe cabin to kill 
mnut. For my own part, so long as it Is daylight there Is no 
more charming route In all the guide books than that snail-like 
passage of tbe packet up the beautiful valley of the James. Tbe 
James river and Kanawbacanal, projected by Qeorge Washington, 
neglected by everybody else, completed by nobody and now 
abandoned to a railroad, In Its course from Richmond to Lynch¬ 
burg traverses one of the loveliest and most fertile valleys that 
tbe run shines upon In bis course. 

With loud clank of chain and crack of whip and toot of horn 
our tow-line was hauled taut, and the Madison took her course. 
The weather was mild and ’ tbe warm light of the sinking sun 
made our position on deck very pleasant, as we wound around t e 
foot of the hills on the western suburbs of Richmond, where 
sleep the dead In that beautiful cemetery of Hollywood. Another 
turn brings us to a stretch of landscape, tbe sight of which would 
repay us for all the Inconveniences In store. On our right rise 
abruptly the wooded bluffs of Henrico, still green with pine and 
cedar, under which lies tbe course of the canal high up above the 
beautiful valley on our our left, through which tbe bright river 
comes toward us to broad expanse and graceful curve, gleam¬ 
ing In the sunlight with a silver sheen; now lying as If asleep In 
broad stretches, now dancing and foaming toward the falls; now 
unbroken by a single obstacle; now Interspersed with a thousand 
rocks and wooded Islets round which tbe playing waters rush 
hurrying to tbe sea. To the left of the tow-path, on tbe steep 
declivity of tbe canal embankment, runs an uncultivated strip 
ooveredwlth thick brushwood and undergrowth; between this 
and tbe river are the cultivated low grounds of varying width as 
the bluffs recede from or approach the rtver banks, along which 
again grow willows and alders, and beyond the James rise the 
granite bluffs and forest trees of Chesterfield And now we were 
gilding past the Ivy-clad ruins of an old mill whose broken wheels 
were once turned by the cascade of the stream which our stone 
aqueduct spans. Again, we can almost touch the overhanging 
boughs of tbe bluffs above. Now we skirt tbe grove of some 
neat cottage on the bluff overlooking our course, or pass under 
the shadow of rustic bridges, catching glimpses of dark roads 
through the ravines. Now we pass Into the narrow walls of 
locks, and rise upon their boiling waters to the very door of the 
nestling cottage of the gate keeper, to behold ourselves upon a 
narrow ledge between beetling granite quarries, with shafts 
and chains and engines, and the bright river below with Its dams 
and waterfalls thundering In our ears. From these we pass on 
to open stretches where the bluffs have fallen off to swelling, 
undulating hills crowned with groves and residences, and the 
broad bottom lands spread out like maps of agriculture, divided 
by long hedge rows on overgrown ditch banks, dotted with farm 
barns, and enlivened with cattle or teams. Nowhere In this 
country Is such a lovely valley, unless It be the valley of the 
Oeoesee, or the Mohawk. Dear reader, do you ask why all this 
description I I answer, there’s not a spot I have described but 
has, at one season or another, furnished this writer ex¬ 
quisite sport. In those eddying pools beneath those falls 
and dams I have thrown the 8y and watched with the eager 
expectancy of the fisherman for the rising of the baas. On 
those embankments when a boy I have chased with merry whoop 
tbe hare. Through those willows and alders I have tolled for the 
•Dent woodcock. Over those beautiful brown hills and across 
those teeming low grounds I have tramped for our little 
friend Bob White; and to this day, there la sport In 
every bush around. Sport which (D. V.) old Henry and I 
will enjoy yet many a day to come. You may not enter Into the 
spirit of these reflections, but Henry does; If you doubt It, look 
•1 blm there, chained on tbe deck, as be slta with nose high In air 


tbs seen as of many a day’s sport. Look at him peering over the 
embankment Into tbe marshy spot where Ben Green and I, with 
blm and Fanny, had snob fun with the woodoock. Bee him rise 


and whimper, straining on his chain, when we pass tbe Westham 
farm, on which he has so often worked. When one sees this sort 
of thlog In a dog, who can doubt that he has a mind In which 
both memory and association of Ideas are largely developed! 

We must stop this. This la to be a bunt. Night cut off the 
view; so I’ll cut off this branch of the narrative. 

" Wake up sir, we’U soon reach Pemberton where you get off,” 
said tbe steward quietly. Quietly, for be dldn'twant to wake up 
the other passengers who were packed on all sides thick sa salted 
herrings. We were soon on deck In the chill night air. The 
boat was slowed up by tbe bank, and bag, gun box and dog 
landed In the darkness on the tow path.

Dey e ant bln abed more’n two 
or three hours. Had gran’ times here since day befo’ yesterday. 
Mas’ Joe Hobson and Mas’ Bay Shelden Is here from Powhatan, 
and Mas’ Roane Ruffin, from Chesterfield, and Doctor Mayo, and 
lota of folks, and dey bin raisin’ ole Harry wld de birds and now 
dey goln’ to turn up Jack wld de foxes. Mr. William Gay Is a 
cornin’ wld hla pack and I spec’ dey’ll have 'bout forty dogs be¬ 
fo’ dey Is dun der foolishness.” 

While this was going on Jim bad entered the house with us 
and struck a light In the dining-room, explaining that the parlor 
was full of " de geinmen ’’ as they had no u here else to sleep. 
The dining-room was still redolent with the fumes of the last 
night’s entertainment. Besides the Intangible proofs of tbe

CHAPTER XIII. 

Black-and-Tan Terriers. 

Having disposed of the bull-terrier, which Is, as we have said, 
admittedly the result of a cross between the bull-dog and the 
English terrier, we now come to the terrier family pure and sim¬ 
ple. Whatever the terrier may have been In days gone by, aid 
whatever opinion may have been entertained of his merits by our 
fathers, thrre can be no doubt that the number of his friends In 
the present day are legion. The varieties of modern terriers are 
so numerous, and the elie of the dogs are so various, that a ter¬ 
rier of Borne breed or other Is seldom absent from a country 
house. Large or small, smooth-coated or rough, useful or orna- 


least, through conceived fear, drive them out of their hollow har¬ 
bors, Insomuch that they are compelled to prepare speedy light, 
and being desirous of the next (albeit not the safest) refuge, are 
otherwise taken and entrapped with snares and nets laid on 
holes to the same purpose. Bat these be the least in that kind 
called Sagax.’’ 

It would thus seem that a terrier’s work three hundred year* 
ago was very much the same as It Is now, this das* of dog act¬ 
ing as a bolter when animals went to ground on being chased. It 
Is very remarkable, however, that the attribute of pluck and en¬ 
durance varies considerably In the different varieties of terrier 
pure and simple, the rough-coated ones being generally decidedly 
gamer and hardier than their smooth-haired relations. Formerly 
there was but little regard paid to color and markings, and the 
general outline of the dog was less graceful than It Is In the 
present day. A fair Idea of what the andent black-and-tan ter¬ 
rier was like may be gathered from the accompanying spirited 
woodcut, where the dogs appear not only of a very Indifferent 
color but also far heavier and coarser as well aa thicker In the 
bead than would now be tolerated. 

Though one of the moat beautiful breeds, the black-and-tan 
terrier Is, nevertheless, one* of the most neglected at the present 
lime. A reason for the lack of patronage bestowed upon him 
by the general public Is hard to discover, for hla many good 
qualities are so palpably In excess of any shortcomings which 
may be alleged against him, that It Is a matter of surprise to 
numbers of his admirers that he should be neglected aa he 1* by 
lovers of the dog. The fact of his being so exceedingly difficult 
s dog to breed up to show form may have deterred would-be ex¬ 
hibitor* from attempting to gain celebrity as breeders under bis 
auspices. 

As a vermin dog the modern variety can only reach mediocrity, 
for though gifted with sufficient pluck and eudurance to enable 
him to hold hla own with most breeds at ratting, he ceases to be 
of any material service when badgers or foxes are Introduced. 
We do not desire to claim any virtues for a breed which we be¬ 
lieve do not fairly belong to It, and. therefore, greatly though 
we admire the black-and-tan terrier, and appreciate bis good 
qualities, we candidly confess, from experience, that as a rule 
he Is Inferior In sustained courage to most breeds of terrier. As 


fore his death In 1878, he thought a very doubtful one, as be con¬ 
sidered the name of black-and-tan quits honorable enough, while, 
as a matter of fact, Birmingham produced quite as many good 
specimens as were bred In Cottonopolis. 

Mr. J. H. Murchison and the Rev. J. W. Mellor have shown 
some excellent specimens, aa have Mr. Tom B. Swinburne, of 
Darlington, the late Mr. J. Martin, of Salford, and Mr. J. H. 
Mather, of Oldham; but up to the Bummer of 1877, when be dis¬ 
persed his kennel, Mr. Henry Lacy, of Hebden Bridge, Yorkshire, 
was recognised as the heed of the exhibitor* in this variety. His 
Belcher, General, Ruby, Rare, and the toy Peplta, were each and 
all magnificent specimens, and were usually shown la that plok 
of condition which I* so essential to success in the black-and- 
tan. Mr. Howard Mapplebeck, of Knowle, near Birmingham, had 
also a good bitch In Queen III, picked up by bim at a low figure 
at Edinburgh show, 1877. Mr. Geo. Wilson, of Huddenfield, 
will always be remembered aa a breeder, and so will the names 
of Rlbcheeter, Stellfox, Tatham, Roocroft, and Clarke. 

One objection to showing In the black-and-tan classes Is the 
manipulation to which some unprincipled exhibitors subject their 
dogs In the shape of dyeing and staining various portions of the 
body when the coloring la deficient The places moat usually 
operated on are immediately behind the ears, and on the back 
and thighs, where the hair should be perfectly black, and where 
there frequently appear a number of tan hairs, which would mili¬ 
tate against the dog’s success. In the case of the back of the 
thighs, when a dog Is “ breeched,” vlx.: shows tan, the undesira¬ 
ble colored and superfluous hair Is sometimes removed by pluck¬ 
ing, but this should be always easy to detect If proper vigilance 
la exercised by the would-be purchaser of the dog. 

The points of the black-and-tan terrier are as follows:— 

Bead. —Long, flat, and narrow, level and wedge-shaped, with 
the cheek bones Invisible, with tapering, tightly-lipped jaws, and 
level teeth. 

Bote. —Black. 

Kyee. —Very small, sparkling, and Intensely black, the oblong 
shape preferable. 

Bare .—Are Invariably cropped for show purposes, and should, 
of course, stand perfectly upright. Purchasers should, however, 
when examining a dog, satisfy themselves that the upright carriage 
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mental, as the case may be, It would Indeed be singular If the 
varieties of terrier were not highly popular In this dog-loving I 
country. 

The black-and-tan terrier must be ranked as one of our oldest 
varieties, for we find mention of a dog resembling him In many 
particulars In the works of several earlier writers. It Is only 
reasonable to suppose, however, from the specimens whose por¬ 
traits we occasionally come across, that In days gone by less at¬ 
tention was paid to color and markings than to their utility as 
companion and vermin dogs. The formation of head, too, was 
very different t what we find It In the present day, the skull 
being then much heavier-looking and shorter than modern breed¬ 
ers affect; but It must be remembered that, shows not having 
been established, and many popular breeds of the present day 
not being In existence, all that was necessary to breed for was a 
light dog, suitable for killing vermin and following bis owner In 
his ramble*. One thing Is certain, however, and that la, that In 
older black-and-tan* there was more of the tan present In the 
coat, and It was far lighter In color than It Is now. The fanny 
markings, too, tuch as penciled toes, thumb-mark*, and klaslng- 
spots, to which reference will be made later on, were conspicuous 
by their absence. 

As regards the original uses to which the terrier was placed, 
the name Is In itself a sufficient Index. Even now-a-day* there 
are very few that will not go to earth after a fashion: It seems to 
come natural to them. Dr. Calus, In his book on dogs before 
alluded to. includes the “ terror ” In his Hat of sporting dogs, 
for the obvious reason, apparently, that It came under the cate¬ 
gory of dog* which ’• rouse the beast." The following are tbs 
worthy doctor's exact remarks on the breed “ of the dog called 
a terror, In Latins, Ttrrarlue:" 

"Another sort there U that hunteth the fox and tbs badger 
only, whom we call terrors, they (after the manner and custom 
of ferrets In searching for coneys) creep Into tbs ground, and by 
that means make afraid, nip and bite the fox and the badger In 
such sort that either they tear them In piece* with their teeth 
being in the with, or else ball and pull them perforce c ut of 
their lurking angles, dark dungeons, and close caves, or, at 


a companion or house-dog be Is unrivaled, for though invariably 
on the alert ln-doore, and always ready to give tongue on the 
approach of a stranger by day or night, his temper Is such that 
he can be trusted to roam at large without the slightest fear of 
his attempting to Injure man or beast 

Owners of black-and-tan terriers experience great difficulty iu 
keeping tbelr coats In good order and their skin free from scurf 
and dandruff. In highly-bred show specimens of the breed this 
liability to skin disease seems to be more fully marked, and con¬ 
dition Is very often the cause of a good specimen going down In 
competition with dogs of inferior quality. We believe heat of 
blood, the result of want of exercise accompanied with over-feed¬ 
ing, Is responsible for many such cases, and cannot do better thao 
suggest periodical doses of the sulphur and magnesia powder 
which Is referred to on page 30. If an outward dressing Is de- 
strebls, we have Invariably tried the following very simple rem¬ 
edy with complete success:— 

Two parts bogs' lard. 

One part pine Ur. 

One part sulphur. 

This mixture must be well stirred together, and then thoroughly 
rubbed Into the dog’s skin. It ha* the effect of bringing off a 
great deal of heir, so that the dog Is unable to appear at a show 
for perhaps five or six weeks. Two or at the most three applica¬ 
tions, at an Interval of four or five days, accompanied by tbs ad¬ 
ministration of tbs sulphur and magnesia Internally, has never 
In our experience failed to produce a cure. 

Amongst the few really successful breeders and judge* of 
this variety the uame of the late Mr. Bamuel Handley, 
at Pendleton, Manchester, will always stand conspic¬ 
uously first. To this gentleman’s judgment and perseverance 
we are undoubtedly Indebted for most of the beautiful 
specimens of the breed to be seen at every great show. HI* cel¬ 
ebrated Sell was almost Invincible In her day, and her blood runs 
In the veins of many present champions. It Is probably due to 
the great prestige attached to Mr. Handley’s kennel that the ab¬ 
surd sobriquet of “ Manchester Terrier " has been applied to the 
I breed, a compliment which he himself Informed us, not long ho¬ 


of the ears of the specimen before them has not been obtained by 
the application of gum, so as to enable a dog, which usually car¬ 
ries one • ar faultily, to carry It correctly whilst being scrutinised 
by a possible buyer. 

Beck. —Slight, and free from throatiness, gradually Increasing 
In site as It nears the shoulders, which should be sloping, and dis¬ 
play power* of speed. 

Chat. —Narrow, but deep. 

Body. —Short, and rather ribbed up, with powerful loin. 

Lege .—Must be quite straight, set on well under the dog, and 
of fair length. 

Feet. —Long, with arched and black toe*. Whilst upon this 
point we may drew attention to the fact that one authority In his 
work describes them as round. This 1* a most decided error, 
and must have been an oversight, a* there can be no two opin¬ 
ions on the subject. 

Tall. —Long, thin, and carried straight out. 

Color. —Jet black and deep red-tan, distributed over the body 
as folio* s:—On the head the mussle Is tanned to the nose, 
which, with the nasal bone, la jet-black. There Is also a bright 
spot on each cheek and above each eye, the under Jaw and throat 
are tanned, and the hair inetdi the ear I* of the same color. The 
fore-legs tanned up to the knee, with black-lines (pencil-mark*) 
up each toe, and a black mark (thumb-mark) above the foot In¬ 
side the hlnd-legs, and under the tall also tanned, and so Is the 
vent, but only sufficiently to be easily covered by the tall. 1° 
all case* the black should not run Into the tan, or rice area, but 
the division between the two colors should be well defined, and 
a “ warm ’’ or deep tan Is essential, a “ clayey ” (llgbt-tanned) 
colored dog being useless tor exhibition purposes. The smallest 
spot of whit* Is an absolute dlaquallllcatlon, so particular notice 
must be taken to tee that no dishonest staining has taken pl»« 
Tbs cheat Is by far the most likely place tor It to appear. 

Weight.— From 7 to 90 pounds. . 

General Appearance la of no little Importance In this variety, •» 
the dog should present the appearance of speed and activity i 
preference to strength and eaduranoe, which ar* qualities n 
doe* not affect to nay extent. 
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Mr. Tom B. Swinburne, of Darlington, hu kindly given m hi* 
views** follow*:—'* My Idee* of point* of black-and-taa* ere, 
grit, tbet too much he* been allowed for long head*. That Is, 
though I would like a good long bead I would not let that sway 
other bed points, luch a* breeching and badly carried and thick 
tails, but would Insist on having real terrier points, such as good 
shape, legs, and feet, tall and body, which ahould stand on the 
legs and not bowed at shoulders, whilst they should be of good 
color, a point moch overlooked, especially In the smaller size* 
A* to breeding, of course I should go for good blood In the first 
place, and would not breed from very large specimens, and would 
try to avoid breeding from dogs badly breeched, the most difficult 
thing to attain, especially In getting good colored ones, as a good 
rich-tanned dog, ass rule, carries a certain amount of breeching. 
Too much care cannot be taken In rearing, and puppies are bet¬ 
ter sent Into the country to run, as no breed of dogs require so 
much attention to their coats, being so subject to mange, and I 
hold that a dog well reared, and whose blood la kept healtby In 
his puppydom, very seldom develops skin diseases afterward." 

The dog selected for Illustration Is Salford, late our own prop¬ 
erty, who was bred by Mr. Clark In 1870. He 1* by Barlow's 
Duke out of Clark’s Whiskey by Tiny, by Rlbchester’s Colonel 
out of Btellfoz’s Madam; Duke out of Duchess by Tatham’s Nep¬ 
tune out of Roocroft’e Duchess by Prince Charlie by Colonel. 
He has won first Alexandra Palace, 1877; first Wolverhampton, 
1878; first and cup Belfast, 1879. His measurements are—Nose 
to stop, 2| Inches; atop to occiput, Inches; length of back, 14 
Inches; girth of muzzle, 7 Inches; girth of skull, 191 Inches;

Aconite In Distemper. 


Hillsdale, Mien. 

Editor Cbioaoo Field: —I hav* noticed In your late Issues 
many recommendations of aconite In distemper, and these 
backed by statements of such cures effected by It, as would 
justify the public In supposing a specific has at last been dis¬ 
covered for this the most dreaded of all canine diseases. With¬ 
out doubt these writers have all given their honest opinions and 
experiences, but with all due deference, I must say they have 
formed thetr conclusions too hastily,and from at best very Imper- 
fest testa. Writers on dlstempe-, whose works are regarded as 
authoritative,divide this disease Into three classes,viz.,of the head, 
bowels, and lungs, such widely different organs that It must be 
self evident neither aconite nor any one other remedy will apply 
to all cases. Again, the best practitioners of the world do not claim 
any epecific for even the most common of human ailments, 
and If this Is true In matters to which the study and experience 
of centuries has been given, with how m ch less propriety 
can It be said of canine therapeutics, of which comparatively 
scarce the first principles have been Investigated. Inquisitive 
anatomists have, It Is true, laid bare the bones, muscular and 
nervous systems of the dog, but comparative anatomy furnishes 
no absolute guide to comparative treatment, for experiment shows 
that the canine system Is much more susceptible to certain reme¬ 
dies than that of mao, while to others It responds so feebly that 
far larger doses are required to produce equal results. In this 
semi-darkness only skilled medical men can cope with reasonable 
certainty with severe canine diseases, since they, knowing upon 
general principles the changes disease makes In the different 
organs, and making allowance for the activity or Inaction of the 
agents employed, bring more Intelligence to bear on the case than 
any of us who scarce deserve the name of quacks. Just here we 
are brought face to face with the first bad result of encouraging 
public confidence In really untest, d treatment; for taking such 
letters for his guide, supposing bis dog has distemper and with¬ 
out sufficient knowledge to detect the peculiar type, some man 
gives hts dog aconite and finds It wholly inert, or, pushing It In 
hopes of good results, kills his pet outright—for, be It known, 
aconite Is one of the most deadly poieone, and consequently 
should never be used by those who are Ignorant of Its power, and 
certainly not In the blind way your correspondents suggest. To 
show I am not overstating this matter, and that aconite Is not a 
safe drug for haphazard use, I quote from one of the best author 
Itlss of the day, Dr. C. D. F. Phillips, lecturer on Materia Medics 
at the Westminster Hospital, London: 11 The ancients, who were 
very Imperfectly acquainted with mineral poisons, considered 
aconite to be the most deadly thing In nature, and their opinion 
Is almost Justified by modern experience. Every portion of the 
plant Is more or less virulent; even the odor thrown out when 
the plant Is In full bloom Is said to operate Injuriously upon 
susceptible constitutions. Sometimes It causes loss of sight for 
a day or two; In other Instance* It has been known to Indnce 
fainting fits. Tbs Juice of the stem or leaves accidentally Intro¬ 
duced Into a wound In the hand, affects the whole system, pains 
are produced In the hand Itself and In the arm; to these succeed 
cardlalgla, a sense of suffocation with great mental anxiety, and 
not uncommonly syncope. If a leaf or a small scraping of the 
root be chewed, a sensation of numbness Is quickly produced 
upon the lips and tongue, and this effect Is still perceived after 
the lapse of many hours. * * Pereira states that a dog under 
the Influence of aconite will recognize and follow h's master, but 
la Insensible to any pain or feeling produced by running needle* 
Into the skin or paw*" 

" Fatal doses of the drug produce death from asphyxia by 
cardiac paralyste." 

"The general effects produced by taking aconite are remzrk- 
able for the great rapidity with which the symptom* follow each 
other. This may possibly be referable In part to a direct action 
of aconite through the medium of the nervous system, Independ¬ 
ent of the effects of actual absorption of the drug, which, how¬ 
ever, Itself takes place with great rapidity." 

The above quotations certainly show that aconite Is not a drug 
to trifle with, yet I would not be understood as denying Its reme¬ 
dial power when Intelligently us ed It Is as good a servant as It 
Is a had master. The question la, la It Indicated In distemper, 
and If so, In what cases and In what doaesl Referring to the 
above work, I find Dr. Phillips recommends It for pneumonia. In¬ 
flammatory and rheumatic affection* Thee* being all that apply 
to distemper, I need not qoote the other diseases for which he 
ha* found It useful. He says: “ In my experleooe I find aco¬ 
nite always Indicated In the early stage of simple Inflammatory 
fevers, where as yet tittle organic chasgs has takes place; also In 
ths early stage of pneumonia and In most acuta congsetlons. 
When administered soon after the first Invasion of tbs d isease, ft 
qntekly diminishes the action of the heart, nalalag and subdu¬ 
ing It; and at the time moistens sod often baths* the skin with 
profuse perspiration. Subsequently It allays the fever and pre¬ 


vent* the spread of any congestion which may already have taken 
place. When aconite la given In the early stages of Inflamma¬ 
tory fever It not only abates tbe frequency of the heart's action, 
but reduces the temperature to Its normal standard (wblch, In¬ 
deed, la ths powerful good to be gained by It) and having accom¬ 
plished this, It cease* to be of much further use." 

The doctor then reports nine cases of pneumonia treated suc¬ 
cessfully in the Jtrtt stages with aconite, but adds: "Eleven 
other cases of pneumonia, all of which, before I saw them, had 
passed Into the second or consolidated stage, I also treated with 
aconite, but In none could I perceive that It had any effect In re¬ 
moving the consolidation." 

Of rheumatic fever he says: “If aconite be used from the 
commencement, the heart la, In my opinion, seldom affected and 
the patient suffers much leas from pain sod swelling of ths Joints, 
while the duration of the fever Is considerably lessened. It I* 
rare Indeed to meet with permanent organic disease as a result 
of rheumatic fever when the disorder Is treated with aconite from 

Ut commencement." 

My own experience of distemper Is that It seldom appears In 
the form of pneumonia. I know this Is contrary to the general 
opinion, but I find that many of my correspondents, especially 
those who have been very careful In noting this disease, con¬ 
firm my views, and I think that tbe great majority of the adv>- 
catea of the pneumonia theory are deceived In supposing that the 
difficulty of breathing noticed comes from su affection of the 
lunge, It, on the contrary, being due to simple clogging of the nos¬ 
trils by accumulated mucus. I have seen many case* where tbe 
owners assured me the lungs were affected, but the closest ex¬ 
amination failed to detect any change In tbe sound caused by 
respiration, though the nose and bronchial tubes were full of mu¬ 
cus, and the dog consequently labored for breath. I find, too, that 
of all cases of distemper the pneumonic type Is most easily con¬ 
trolled and least liable to be fatal, provided, of course, It I* not 
neglected Mil the lung becomes consolidated. Here lu tbe early 
stages Dr. Phillips experience with aconite comes Into play, and 
I doubt If any better treatment can be devised, bnt It must be 
evident from this authority that In tbe latter stages acoolte Is use¬ 
less, so that we find here tbe first proof that It Is no specific for 
distemper. 

Distemper Induced by sudden and severe cold often comes on 
with Inflammatory or rheumatic affections, and here, too, if tbe 
true state of the case Is detected, aconite Is of the first Impor¬ 
tance. Many persons, however, fall to perceive the real trouble, 
but with general and superficial Judgment think tbe stiffness and 
pain lo motion of no consequence and that It will pass away with 
rest and time, so neglect the case till serious If not Incurable 
complications arise. No more common cause for organic disease 
of the heart exists than acute rheumatic inflammation. A short 
time since a correspondent wrote me of the Instant death of a 
fine dog, and upon Inquiry I found that some six months 
before be bad a severe attack of rheumatism, but had "recovered 
without any treatment." How he recovered the sequel shows. 

By far the greater number of cases of distemper and almost all 
the fatal ones are of the typhoid type. I have been careful to 
note the symptoms of all cases I could hear of during the past 
year, and nine out of ten deaths have been cured of what was 
clearly typhoid distemper. A very marked symptom In all such 
Instances has been the bloody, pitchy passages showing ulcera¬ 
tion of t e bowels wblch belongs to typhoid fever. I have seldom 
or never seen a bad case of this kind. Just after the St. Louis 
show In October last, I lost my two prize pups and another with 
this form of distemper, though I gave them the most faithful 
care and was aided by the advice of a competent and skilful 
physician. I know of one gentleman who lost five dogs (all 
over a year old) within two months for typhoid distemper and 
another who has lest twp and has three more almost at death's 
door at the present time. I think It Is this form of distemper 
which has made the disease so dreaded tbe world over, and I am 
convinced If your readers will look up the symptoms of such 
cases as come under their notice, they will find by far the Itrgsr 
percentage of fatal cases su pport my above given experience. 
Stonehenge names this disease “ typhus fever or distemper " and 
though of course typhus and typhoid fevers differ wldely.lt Is evi¬ 
dent be recognizes the type of distemper I refer to, for he says, 
“ The bowels may be known to be seized when there Is a violent 
purging of black, offensive matter, often tinged with blood and 
sometimes mixed with patches or shreds of a white leathery sub¬ 
stance which Is coagulable lymph. The discharge of blood Is In 
some cases excessive and rapidly carries off the dog.” 

I have written at Borne length on this form of distemper, be¬ 
cause believing as I do It Is the most common type of true dis¬ 
temper, It Is naturally the one where aconite (If as applicable as 
your correspondents would make It out) will be of tbe most use. 
Let us see what Dr. Phillips says. It Is short and to the point, 
viz.: " In typhus and typhoid fever acoolte Is of little use since 
It neither reduces the temperature nor diminishes tbs frequency 
of the pulse. I have tried It upon various occasions and have 
always found It Injurious rather than beneficial. It certainly 
appears, then, that aconite, so far from being applicable to all 
cases of distemper, a remedy to wblch all may turn with con¬ 
fidence, Is positively harmful In the worst of all forms In which 
this terrible disease attacks our kennels." 

To sum up for this evidence aconite Is a valuable remedy when 
distemper put* on Inflammatory, rheumatic or pneumonic charac¬ 
teristics, but not In others. No doubt It may act well In slight 
febrile attacks, by diminishing the fever and Inducing perspira¬ 
tion, and here In my opinion Is the secret of tbe good results your 
correspondents have gained. Distemper Is really but tittle un¬ 
derstood, and being Justly much feared, as soon as a dog becomes 
a little dull, with no appetite and a hot nose, especially If added 
to this there Is running from the eyes and nose and also a cough, 
the conclusion 1* Jumped at that be ba* distemper, when the real 
trouble Is a simple cold with natural alight attendant fever. A 
dose of aconite I* given which reduces the fever, throws ths dog 
Into perspiration, and In a day or two he Is all right again. Now 
from what I have read of tbe cases your correspondents have 
cited, I should certainly say there was not a case of distemper 
In them all. No better proof of this can be given to anyone who 
has had experience with real distemper, than the tact that the 
dogs have all got well In from one to three day* I beg to as¬ 
sure these gentlemen true distemper I* never conquered In that 
time. 

Tbe next and a very Important question Is, what Is the proper 
dose I We cannot be too careful on this point, since, as we have 
seen, acoolte la a very quick and powerful poison, and an over¬ 
dose will effectually put an end to the disease and the patient 
together. Turning once more to Dr. Phillip*’ work, I find the fol¬ 
lowing In relation to the preparations of aconite used Internally; 
these are extract of aconite and tincture of aconite root. He 
says: ." The properties of the root are similar to thoee of tbe 
leaves but stronger. On this point, Hlrta, among other*, gives 
strong testimony. He administered the extract of tbe leeyf In 
large doses lo various case* of lung and bronchial affections; but 
no effect, either physiological or therapeutic, was produced unless 
arm neb as fifteen or sixteen gratae were given at once. Tbe 
extract of the root, on the contrary, In dose* of only one-eighth 
grain produced prompt physiological effect*; and smaller quan¬ 
tities than these were found to set best medicinally." 

“ In all acute pyrexlal affection of adults, one minim of tbe 


tincture every half hour or hour up to a total of five or ten min¬ 
ims, or until the pulse or temperature sensibly falls, after this 
about two or three minims every tour hours. In children under 
two year* not more than ODe-fourtfa or one-sixth of these doses 
should be given, and from two years old to ten, one-fourth to 
one-balf tbe adult dose, according to the susceptibility of the 
child to the Influence of the dose.” 

I do not know that there la any standard to guide ua In determin¬ 
ing the comparative dose for an adult human being and a dog. 
Especially Is this unlikely because, as I have said, certain reme¬ 
dies have very different powers over tbe two system* In using 
aconite we have then to go very carefully to work, watch tpe 
effects and be guided solely by these. My rule has been, before 
goring the medicine to lake the pulse and temperature accurately, 
then give a eingie drop of the tincture of the root, wait half an hour, 
then take pulse aud temperature again. If no change can be de¬ 
tected, I give another drop and continue In this way till the pulse 
and temperature are both undA the Influence of the medicine, 
but I am very careful to stop as soon as I see I am getting tbe 
desired effect. In this way I brought a valuable bitch through a 
sharp attack of rheumatic fever, caused by her taking cold Just 
after whelping. I have used aconite In a great many cases, and 
always by thli care with good results. Of course after the first 
effects are obtained by watching the pulse and temperature, one 
can be guided In giving the subsequent doses. That Is, If the 
pulse and temperature Increase, more aconite I* needed, which 
should be given with tbe same watchfulness and with more and 
more time between doses the trouble yields to the action of the 
drug. 

I have purposely omitted any advice as to the treating the 
typhoid type of distemper, because I deem this too grave a dis¬ 
ease to be bandied without the care and advice of a regular physi¬ 
cian who can note the symptoms of tbe particular case and pre¬ 
scribe accordingly. I strongly advise my brother sportsmen when 
they have reason to fear an attack of typhoid distemper not to 
watt till they can write to a sporting Journal and get advice, 
which at best must be based upon general principles only, and 
may not apply to the case In point, but to call In their family phy¬ 
sician and follow hla directions, exercising the utmost vigilance 
to detect changes, and neglecting the dog for nothing If good re¬ 
sults are to be boped for. Arnold Buboes. 

STUD DOGS OF THE SEASON.-No. III. 

BT LEATHBRHEAD. 

Mr. Pilklngton’s Pointer Garnet. 

There can be little doubt that pointers have very greatly Im¬ 
proved of late years, as, notwithstanding the reputation of the 
late Lord Derby's strain aud Mr. Edge's, of Strelly, there Is 
plenty of proof to show that the representatives of those kennels 
were heavier and showed less quality than the dogs of the pres¬ 
ent day. It Is very natural, b>o, that they should have done to, 
as tbe probabilities are strongly In favor that the parent stock 
was the old Spanish pointer (such as was drawn by the artist 
Stubbs) and the fox-hound, and a* a natural consequence of 
breeding further and further away from the originals we get them 
more uniform and bloodlike. Some close observers of the pres¬ 
ent day still detect a leaning to the foxhound In certain of our 
best pointers, and I am of opinion that this Is an advantage to 
the strain,as showing how strongly the line which gave endurance, 
constitution, and speed was Impressed, that It Is seen to crop up 
incidentally after years aud years, and perhaps after from twenty 
to thirty generations. 1 thoroughly believe that this can tie the 
case from the fact that I have seen foxhounds resembling lu 
color and type the old southern hound that have been bred to 
the greatest certainty from tbe most fashionable foxhound 
stralos of the day, and what Is more extraordinary Is that such 
colored hound* are always low-scenting hunter* Now we can 
fairly surmise that the old 8panlsh pointer was very slow. He 
looks so In Stubb’s picture, and such a lubberly animal as Is there 
depicted would give one tbe Impression also that be was very 
soft The foxhound, on the contrary, Is known to be one of the 
fastest and certainly the most enduring of all the canine race, 
but there Is a lot about him that Is altogether unsuitable In the 
shooting dog, as his temper la not sufficiently pliable, his charac¬ 
ter la to dash Instead of to wait and bis formation and Instinct 
direct him to work for a foot scent Instead of a body scent The 
Spanish pointer has the above requisites for a shooting dog lo an 
exaggerated degree, being a pliable, good-tempered sort of ani¬ 
mal, with probably too much point, was just the sort to be Im¬ 
proved upon by tbe stoutness and dash of the foxhound. This 
was done In tbe first Instance, I expect, seventy or eighty years 
ago, as Edge's poln'era were famous about forty-five years ago, 
Cap tain White’s about the same time, and as these two gentlemen 
In particular were regular hound men, I fully suspect that they 
formed their strains on somewhat tbe above recipe, and It would 
have taken them at leaat twenty years to do so. I should also 
expect that Lord Derby's and Lord Sefton's were Spknlab point¬ 
ers, Improved upon by Edge's breed, and so at all times pointers, 
and I think It possible, too, that outside these kennels there was 
more recent Infusion of foxhound blood, but I do not believe 
that a single pointer of the present day has a nearer approach to 
a foxhound than could be traced In forty years. I have only 
seen one half-pointer, halt-foxhound, and that was twenty-five 
years ago or more, as I know I was a boy at the time, and saw 
the dog shot over, but he did not belong to the kind of people 
likely to perpetuate his sort. Now, forty years la a long time In 
dog genealogy, as It represents about fifteen or twenty genera¬ 
tions, so that, supposing some of the pointer strains of to-day 
could boast of a foxhound dash of forty years back, It might be 
said that we are not a bit too far away from the source which 
supplied tbe extra speed and endurance. 

I have written In Beit for some years ou pointers, and I believe 
my opinions have been taken by numerous breeders both In Eng¬ 
land and America, the text of my argument having always been 
that tbe two sorts In this country represented by tbe two dogs, 
8. Price’s Bang and the well-known Drake, are the best opposites 
to breed to, and the above remarks on tbe fox-hound and Span¬ 
ish pointer may be applicable here, as I have always thought 
that there are strong signs that there Is a nearer approach to the 
fox-bound In Bang than there was In Drake. The Bangs arc 
stouter, coarser, bigger-boned, and harder In their coats than the 
Drakes, and the latter are more blood-llke In outline, and 1 
think have more point than the Bangs. At any rata, I am 
quite certain that there Is no cross In the world like combining 
the two, and If I went steadily Into pointer breeding I should 
have Bang and Drake written over the kennel door to show the 
source* from whence all would be bred. Early fruits have been 
seen to come of such policy within the last two seasons, for In 
1878 the Field Trial Derby was won by the exact cross, viz., by a 
ton of Bang, out of a granddaughter of Drake, and last year the 
second, Mr. Barclay Field’s Sal, was got by a ton of Drake out 
of a daughter of Bang, so In the same proportion, only reversed, 
whilst the winner last year was probably bred In the same way, 
l* I have heard that Nimble Nlnepence, the dam of Luck of 
Kdenball, was got by Sancho, the grandalre of Bang. In America 
they are follawtag this Idea out thoroughly by breeding daugh¬ 
ters of Old Bang to Faust, an In-bred descent of Drake, and Faust 
bitches are being bred to Bow, a son of Bang. 













I suggested abovetb»t I think If tbe Devon Bing la nearest the 
fox-bound, tbe Lords Derby end Sefto i strains ere tbe furthest 
removed, and I should Imagine a link between tbe two was the 
must direct line we know of to Edge’s. This I should say would 
be through Mr. George Moore's kennel, as the father of that gen¬ 
tleman was an Intimate frie id of the late Mr. Edge, and they 
bred from each other's kennels. A good representative of this 
latter strain Is Mr. Pllklngton's Tory, bred by Mr. George Moore, 
and got by old Drake out of a very EJge bred bitch—the latter 
named M«b—being one of the grandest-shaped bitches, It not the 
very grandest, that I have ever seen In my life. Tory gives evi¬ 
dence of being out of such a bitch, as he Is a lot better looking 
than his sire, Drake, and a stouter built dog, being altogether 
such a dog as I should say would have pleased Mr. Edge forty 
years ago, and he has tbe old-fashioned s<era action, which la 
the only quality I deplore seeing going out In our modern 
pointers. Tory Is altogether one of the most typical pointers In 
England, and Mr. Pilklngton Judiciously bred him to, I should 
say, the most typical Sefton-bred bitch that could well be Imag¬ 
ined. This bitch, called Jessie, was a little big one, beautifully 
formed from head to stern, and as blood-Uke as any one could 
breed them. She was by Lord Sefton's Monarch out of bis lord- 
ship's Juno, by Sam (son of Mr. Slitter's Major) out of Duchess, 
by Mat out of Harcourt’s bitch Sappho, by Shot, out of Pearl, by 
Beau (all Lord Sefton's) out of Sister to Captain White's Mon¬ 
arch. Such a bred one mated to the above Tory was likely 
enough to prove a great hit, and It certainly proved to be so In 
tbe production of Garnet, decidedly at the present lime the best 
pointer of the day. Garnet Is a big dog, liver and white decked, 
the latter color being a strong characteristic of the Edge family, 
and following In tbe Drake line, he Is more open and raclng-llke 
than his sire Tory, and be hits to the 8 fton strain In being more 
blood-llke thsn either Drake, Tory, or his granddam Mab. With 
all this, however, he combines the bone sod the powerful putting 
together of all, whilst to sum up be has capital shouldora, a back 
and loins good enough for anything, and a workman’s legs and 
feet. As a puppy, when he Orst came out, I admired him Im¬ 
mensely, snd, although be was beaten In bis trial, I prognostica¬ 
ted In Bell that he would prove the most valuable of all the 
party be was competing against. I was, however, somewhat un¬ 
der the Impression that be was hardly a show dog, as there was 
a leggy appearance about him that I hardly thought be would Oil 
down to s fflclently to develop Into all tbal Is wanted for the 
bench, but In this I have been agreeably mistaken, as from puppy- 
hood Garnet has continued to grow in the right way,and now he Is a 
deep-bndled dog, and altogether built on symmetrical lines. So 
thought the Judges at the last Birmingham show, as they placed 
him second In a very big class, and I thought, after comparing him 
with tbe winner, that be ought to have been first. It Is not, 
however, on the show bench that Garnet has culled bis brightest 
laurels, ss when he was a young puppy be represented Mr. Pll¬ 
klngton's formidable kennel for the juvenile stake at Shrewsbury, 
For this he came out with a tremendous private reputation, but 
unfortunately on tbe day of the event he was dead amiss, and all 
that could be seen of him was that he waa a very game one, as 
be struggled under difficulties, and came through the ordeal of one 
tie with some credit. The year following, after bis stamina and 
merits had been well tried on the moors during the previous 
August, he was brought out again at Shrewsbury for the All¬ 
eged Stakes, and I shall not forget the sensation he caused In bis 
trial with Bow Bella, In which the two worked brilliantly, and 
when as equal as they could be, Garnet Just loet on the question 
of backing. Ten d >ys later saw our hero amongst the Held 
trlslers again at Horsebeatb, and now be accomplished his 
great coup, as In a twenty-four dog stake, Including the very best 
point rs and setters In England—to wit. Dashed I, Ranger, Nora, 
Mallard. Bow Bells, Lord Downe's Bang, Mr. Whitehouae’s 
Rapid, etc.—he won Me after tie In a trial which lasted two days, 
and despite that be cut his feet Ih the contest In a way which 
would have made a less game animal give over, he struggled 
through and won tbe decider, which waa a long, tiring trial, In a 
style I have never seen surpassed. 1 pronounced him then to be 
the gamest of the game, and the reeult quite corroborated Mr. 
Pllklngton’s assertion that, as a shotting dog, Garnet cannot l e 
tired out. He exhibited great noee In this trial, as It was under 
a pouring hot sun, and he showed a deal of method and brains, 
as he beat several of the setters through their returning over 
beaten ground, and I bear In mind one point be took when the 
birds were behind s tree, snd tbe style In which he worked out the 
problem proved him to be fully a master of the art.- For the sake 
of running Garnet In Held trials Mr. Pilklngton did not allow him 
to have any bitches uotll this season; albeit, of course, there 
were a great many demands for him, and It Is not surprising 
that when once advertised bis harem has been fully occupied. 
Amongst oth< rs who have bred from him has been the Duke of 
Westminster, Mr. Blatter. Mr. George Moore, Sir Thomas Leo¬ 
nard, Mr. H. Grant, and I hear of beautiful litters by him out of 
Minna, a winner In tbe braces at Shrewsbury last year, Romp, 
own sister to Priam and Scamp, and Maggie, the winner of the 
small-slxed pointer bitch class at Birmingham. Beautifully bred, 
good-looking, and flrat-class In the Held, are high credential, 
but they all belong to Garnet, and he Is exactly tbe dog to still 
further Improve England’s unrivaled breed of pointers.—Aril’s 
Lift. 

LEATHERHEAD’S ARTICLES ON POINTERS AND 
SETTERS CRITICISED. 

BY S BREEDER. 

Tbe Setter Diamond and the Pointer Garnet. 
Leatherbead sets out by observing that although we are told 
that the pointer Is crossed with the fox-hound and the greyhound 
with the bull-dog, yet tbe practical breeder reqnlree bard facts In 
these days. If Leatherhead would only apply this sound tdvlce 
to his own case we should not have to deal with opinions founded 
on surmise. If breeders are to be guided by hard facts only, 
why should Leatherhead alone be permitted to surmise, when¬ 
ever he happens to find be has no better foundation tor a pre¬ 
conceived opinion. 

Leatherhead ts very rambling on the pointer breeding subject. 
After casting a doubt on the fact of there being fox-hound blood 
In pointers, be, one week later, surmises as to whether the Bangs 
Or the D'ikes have the most fox-bound blood In them. 

I do not believe In general principles In breeding. It la, I know, [ 
a certainty that every breed, and I might almost say every strain 
of a breed, has Its own laws, the discovery of which will nut be 
much assisted by the knowledge of laws relating to any other 
breed. Tbe knowledge that 1s useful to a breeder la a perfect 
acquaintance with all tacts connected with tbe particular sort of 
which be Is a breeder. Bo much Is this the case, that It would be 
preferable to know a few facta of the near relations of any ani¬ 
mal It was Intended to breed from, than to be learned In tbe gen¬ 
eral principle theory, discovered smongst a heterogeneous pile 
of notes on fox-bounds and race-boraes. pointers and greyhounds, 
short-boras and setters, and game-cocks aad fox-terriers, animals 
all useful lo their way, but their ways are so different, and the 
objects aimed at In breeding them so wide apart, that generalis¬ 
ing la ruinous to the breeder and a fortune to the theorist 
~ Diamond Is an that Leatherhead has said of him, bat I do not 
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agree that his pupa, Rover and Fan, were naturally the .beet; the 
best broken and tbe most forward they were, but they are not 
likely ever to be heard of ts great winners, whereas some that 
were defeated by them are. Kate, who was made famous by her 
two sons. Bam and Dash II, has at present a deal to do to 
catch up to tbe reputation of another line of old Duke blood 
which cornea down to us in tbe deecendanta of Dan, which as 
winners of Held trials aad shows have been out of all comparison 
superior to tbe line through Kate. To call the Dans heavy goers 
as compared with the Kates would be utter nonsense, and ( will 
In charity presume Leatherhead forgot the former, which are 
admitted to be the fastest setters which ever ran, either In En¬ 
gland or America. Neither Dash II nor Bam, or any of tbe 
Kates, could go with Nora, Novel, Noma, Lincoln and Qladstope 
for oace, light and easy action. 

Leatherhead requires pulling up about his facts. Why does 
he try to push dogs Into a place they should not occupy I Dash 
III, or as be calls him, Dash IV, did not win the principal honors 
at Held trials In America of a year. Leatherhead makes another 
demand upon our charity here, and still In favor of tbe same 
strain of blood. That It la a good strain Is most certain, but It 
should not be pushed to the front out of the place It has earned 
1 1 public. It would be misleading to take Leatherhead's opinion 
and acton It unless be can give tboee "hard facts" he talks of. 
to support It. That he cannot do, I know. What the Dash II 
strain of Duke blood Is worth will be known this year, after the 
Puppy Stakes have been run In England, for there are several by 
that dog combining the more successful line of Duka blood 
through Dan, with the line through Kate. This ought to be tell¬ 
ing breeding, for It ts certain that Duke blood has been more suc¬ 
cessful than any other at Held trials. 

It Is wrong to say no setter out of a bitch by Laverack's " Old 
Blue Dash ’’ was short of noee. I have seen a bitch, so bred, 
without any nose whatever, and she was bred by Mr. Laverack 
too Indeed, many of that dog's get were short of nose, tbe great 
exceptions being Countess and Daisy, and, perhaps, Nellie. There 
are dogs of the present day, however, with far superior noees to 
any of tbe above; there have never been better noeed setters than 
Count Wlnd'em, Darkle and Dash II. 

Leatherhead's article on the pointer Garnet Is a great depart¬ 
ure from the “ bard fact" principle; Indeed, It Is surmise from 
beginning to end. He surmises that the old Spanish pointer 
was of good temper; It Is a historical fact that be was of sullen 
temper. He surmises that there Is more fox-hound In tbe Bang 
sort than In tbe Drake. It would be uselees to go further Into 
these questions, and I will deal simply with that which ts tangi¬ 
ble In bis paper. The text Is, breed Into Bang and Drake- 
Now I know very well that on paper this can be made 
to look round, but what I advtse, and what Leatherbead started 
by advising, was the sticking to hard facts to gnlde the breeder. 
Now, Leatherhead quotes three pointers In support of tbe gen¬ 
eral opinion that when you cross the two most successful sorts 
you get the best results The first two are Priam and Scamp, 
winners of first and second In the Field Trial Derby, In the year 
Darkle and Lofty ran In that stake. If we refer to Leather- 
head’s article about Darkle we shall find that he ran a fine puppy 
In his first few ties, but that In the end he gave It up of bis own 
free will, and let anything wId that happened to be still left In 
the stake. The pointers won It, but with the exception of Darkle 
they beat nothing that has since been successful, and we were 
therefore left In the dark as to their standing until they next 
came out, which was at Chester last year; there they bad not the 
smallest chance, and did worse than any other pointers at the 
trials; I thought them, and so did most people, real bad ones. 
Mr. B. Field's 8al Is the only one left to the credit of tbe Drake 
and Bang cross. She proved herself a good one last year In the 
Derby, until the was asked for a little staying power, when she 
failed badly. Tbe shape of Sal, and not her will, must be answer¬ 
able, for she Is too small and altogether too lightly made. 

Without saying that the Bang and Drake cross will Dot answer, 

I will say that It has to be proved, and on the other band there Is 
a cross. In tbe form of Lord Sefton’s breed, with Drake, which 
has done wonders at fl-ld trials. It la safe; so Is the cross of 
Mr. Moore’s breed with either of the above. Garnet Is bred In 
this way. In a year or two, If Leatherbead contlnuee to write as 
long. I expect his opinions will undergo a change, snd will be 
formed from careful watching of the doings of successful breed¬ 
ers, such ss Mr. Pilklngton, as his setter breeding advice seems 
to have followed (a year or two behind) the practice of Mr. Btat¬ 
ter and Mr. Llewellln. The Bang sort, ss bred In Devonshire, 
are fine dogs In themselves, and f see no reason why enterprising 
breeders like the St. Louis Kennel Club should not make It 
cross well with the Sefton and Drake blood; but when they have 
done It they will have the right to the patent, for tt has not been 
done successfully In England.

■r. Campbell’s Reply to Mr. Bryson.

Editor Chicago Field: —I am reluctant to trespass again on 
your valuable space, yet Mr. Bryson’s mania for rushing Into 
print necessitates a brief reply from me. Hla ascribing tbe 
authorship of my letter In answer to bl* challenge to some one 
else I* but an Illustration of this gentleman's well known magna¬ 
nimity and bis love for fair play. He Is evidently still very a,.re 
over his defeat at Florence. 

By tbe way, when Joe Jr. defeated Gladstone the laat time Mr. 
Bryson claimed that the victory was not doe to Joe, bat to my 
superior handling of him; and now be claims that my letter was 
not written by me, bnt by some one else. The sarcasm con¬ 
tained therein mast have been biting Indeed, and the truth unan¬ 
swerable when the renowned owner of Ulnatrions Gladstone can 
only frame a reply which seems to say: “lam ma*bed, bnt am 
consoled with the thought you did not do It’’ Mr. Bryson has 
whittled bis philosophy down to a fine point when he draws com¬ 
fort from such a slender source. 

On tbe 31st of January last Mr. Bryson published In tbe 
Chicago Field three challenges. Although I considered those 
propositions puerile and nonsensical, one of the conditions being 
that I should bandage my dog’s tall, and although I believe tbe 
challenges were purposely framed In such a way that the 
author neither expected nor desired my acceptance of 
same, yet I promptly agreed to run two of the proposed 
matches, believing the propositions to be each Independ¬ 
ent of the other, and that I had tbe privilege of accepting 
one, two, or all of them. Owing to delay In publication, my let¬ 
ter containing acceptance did not appear In the Cbicaqo Field 
until February 38. Some days after this Issue l received a pri¬ 
vate letter from Mr. Bryson stating that hla three challenges were 
Intended as a single or whole one, and that I must run off or none I 
considered this refusal of Mr. Bryson to run two of tbe races as 
settling the matter finally and for good; but about the middle of 
March I received a second letter from him stating that he was 
willing to accommodate me with the two races as originally ac¬ 
cepted by me.

Now, If Mr. Bryson really desired to ru i fwo 
of tbe races why did be decline doing so when my acceptance was 
first pub Ishedl After positively refusing to run, why did be 
wait until the middle of March before he did agree to! I leave 
the readers of the Chicago Field to draw their own conclusions 
In regard to this matter. 

Mr. Bryson also claims to have employed Mr. Wbttford to han¬ 
dle Gladstone, relying, as he states, on the “ good faith of my ac¬ 
ceptance.’’ Now, bow can he reconcile this statement with the 
fact that be at first refused to run the two races, therefore at that 
time must have considered the race “ off" I I certainly so con¬ 
sidered It. Mr. Bryson should not give such loose rein to “ bright¬ 
eyed fancy.” I believe that Is what they call her, or rather It.

THE CAME BIRDS A«D MAMMALS OF THE CHI¬ 
CAGO MARKET. 

It Is probable that law market* In tbe world boaat of §o many 
varieties of game bird* In their aeaaon ae Chicago. Situated near 
the bane of a great triangular foreat area lu which blrda of the 
tropics and Arctic region» are known to meet, anrronnded on all 
aides by various bodies of fresh water, each affording every 
facility for the procuration of the choicest game, Chicago Is 
enabled to rank as tbe center of game markets of America. Few 
states In the Union halve so large an avi faun* as Illinois, and 
certainly no Inland state haa so many species formerly considered 
as strictly maraMme. It may be poln'ed out as a singular fact 
that no ares of land In tbe United States now known to natural¬ 
ists, equal to the small strip extending from the Calumet 
marshes to a point seventy miles north of Chicago, contains 
nearly so manv speclesof birds of so widely different cMrnatic char¬ 
acteristics. In consideration' of this It Is not difficult to under¬ 
stand the occurrence.aceldentally orotherwlse,of so many specie* 
In the market Some birds noted And their way to Chicago from 
other st'tea In proximity to cltv, while many given occur only at 
Intervals. 8MI1 others are taken daring certain years, and again 
a few are known a* rare Instances, obtained by mere chance 
durt-e Soring or Fall migrations The following la the catalogue: 

Wild Pigeon (Ectoplstes mlgratortous). Found during Spring 
and Fall migrations. Breeds occasionally In the more northern 
part of the state. 

Common Dove ('Zenwdur* carollnensls). One of the most com¬ 
mon species found In the market at all seasona of game. Breeda 
plentifully throughout the city and state. 

Wild Turkey (Meleagrls gallopavo). Found plentifully In the 
market, though not so ranch so ae formerly. Breeds sparsely In 
the state, bnt frequently In the many woody portions of Iowa 
and Wisconsin. Of this species Nelson says In " Birds of North¬ 
eastern Illinois," "No specimens have been observed for many 
years. Still abundant In southern Illinois and in the bottom¬ 
lands along the riven In central Illinois. 

Canada Oronse; Spruce Partridge (Tetno canadensis). The 
occurrence of this species Is given on authority of Dr. Velle. 

Sage Cock; Cock of the Plains (Centrocercns urophaslanua). 
Very rare. Found occasionally In the market, shipped here for 
taxldermal purposes, and consequently found In moat private and 
public collection!. 

Pintail Grouse; Sharp-tall grouse (Pedlcecetes phaatanellus 
vor. colnmblanns). Of this bird Nelson observes In " Birds 
N. E. Illinois”: “If this species now occurs (In N. E. Illi¬ 
nois) It Is extremely rare.” Mr. Kennlcott notes It as not uncom¬ 
mon formerly. At present It Is restricted to the northwestern 
portion of the state. The lost record of Its occurrence In this 
vicinity Is famished by Mr. T. H. Douglass, who states that In 
tbe Fall of 1863 or 1864, while two gentlemen were shooting 
prairie chickens near Waukegan they found and secured a covey 
of these birds, numbering fourteen, which bed In all probability 
been raised In the Immediate vicinity. 

Pinnated Gronse; Prairie Hen (Cnpldonla cupldo). Breeds 
abundantly throughout the state. Always common In the game 
season of the market. Nelson says (Birds N. E. Illinois): “Once 
excessively abnndant; now rather scarce within thirty miles of 
Chicago. 8tl1l exists lo numbers on the larger prairies, but Is be¬ 
coming much less numerous In all the more settled districts. In 
many places the farmers are In the habit of collecting their eggs 
by the ptllfol to use for culinary purposes. Such a drain at this, 
with the annual slaughter by sportsmen, and the restriction of 
their breeding grounds by cultivation, Is rapidly lessening their 
numbers except In the remote prairie districts.” Dr. Velle state* 
that a variety of this species Is fonnd In the state, not quite suffi¬ 
ciently distinct, however, to warrant a varietal name. A peculiar 
specimen of this species was placed by Professor Ballon In tbe 
museum of the Northwestern University about a year ago. It 
was found In the market of Chicago. Its color Is a shade lighter 
than buff. More than one naturalist has expressed a possibility 
of Its being a cross between the cupido and tbe common ben. 

Raffed Grouse; Partridge; Pheasant (Bontaa nmbellus). 
Common; resident of tbe northern part of the state. 

White Ptarmlgin; Willow Ptarmigan (Lagopns albas). Dr. 
Velle says this species his never been seen In the Chicago mar- 
bet. We mention It to make prominent several facte concerning 
It. Mr. W. H. Collins, tbe taxidermist, states that he purchased 
54 specimens In flesh In the Detroit market at one time. Such a 
purchase is not Improbable In the future In Chicago. Kennlcott 
left tbe following record, based on the capture of two specimen* 
by Dr. Hav, of Racine, In 1846; " Sometimes fonnd In the tim¬ 
ber along Lake Michigan.” 

Quail, Bob] White, Virginia partridge (Ortyx Jylrgtntano*). 


Common all over tbe state. In Winter time these birds often 
frequent the barnyard with the poultry. In a cold day they will 
huddle together, aa many a* fifty, In a space not larger than a 
bushel basket, In which state they so frequently fall a prey to 
the pot-hnnter. 

Black-bellied Plover (Sqnatarola helvetlca). daring 

migrations. 

Golden Plover (Cbaradrina fulvns vor. virglncus.) Very com¬ 
mon daring migration*. Nelson (Blrda N- E. Illinois), aayt: 
“Arrive* In large flocks early In April, and at thla time the black 
of tbe breeding plumage baa ]u*t begun to mottle their white 
breasts. Frequent* wet prairie* until the last of the month, 
when It generally depart*. Sometime* • few remain aa late a* 
May 5, and are then In perfect breeding dreaa. Returning early 
In September with the Fall plnmage just appearing, It remain* 
until October. 

Klldeer Plover (ASgtalltls voclferna). Very common In market. 
Remains and breed* In this vicinity during the Summer. Ar¬ 
rive* early In March and depart* In October. E. W. Nelson la 
authority for saying that tbsy are found here In Winter. Bat I 
have never observed a specimen In the market after the Fall mi¬ 
grations. 

Semlpalmatcd Plover; Rlngneek (.Eglalltls eemlpalmatus). 
Fonnd during migration In the market. Given as a market bird 
on anthority of Dr. J. W. Velle. Nelson says of this bird, “ Mi¬ 
grates In small flock*. In Spring ths migrations extend from 
April 25 to May 80, and In Fall from July 81 to tbe last of 
October. The 2d of July, 1878, I obtained several specimens of 
this species near Chicago. From tbe condition of the abdomen 
and ovaries of one specimen and the presence of several recently 
fledged yonng, I came to the conclusion that they had nested In 
the vicinity. It le barely possible, however, that these birds were 
nnusnally early arrivals from more northern breeding grounds, 
although the arrivals from the North, generally begin about the 
last of tbe month. My suspicions that It either breeds In the 
state or st no distant point, were strengthened the following sea¬ 
son. when several females, examined the last of May, contained 
eggs which would have been deposited within a short, time.” 
(Birds of N. E. Illinois.) 

Western Piping Plover (jSglslItla melodla vsr. elrcumclncta). 
Thla bird, says Dr. Velle, la not round In the market for the rea¬ 
son that Its rarity leads sportsman to have It mounted * hen shot. 
Nelson gives It as a very common 8ummer resident along Lake 
Michigan. “ Breeds on tbe flat pebbly beach between the sand 
dunes and the shore.” Mr. Nelson took a perfect egg from a 
specimen ahot at Waukegan In 1878. He states that some thirty 
pairs were breeding along the beach near that place within a 
space of two mllee. Dr. Velle also obtained a young bird near 
the same place. 

Turnstone (8trepsllaa tnterpres). Given on the authority of 
Dr. Velle. Nelson (Birds N. E. Illinois) says: “ Arrives May 
15 In full breeding plnmage, which Is exchanged for that of 
Winter, daring the last of the month. Departs about the 20th 
of September. While here they are generally found In company 
with smaller sandpipers. 

American Oweet (Recnrvlroeta americana). Rarely found In 
the market Taken during April, May, September and October. 

Wilson’s Pbalarope. (Steganopus wllaonl). Fonnd fre¬ 
quently In the market Professor Ballon says: “I have found 
this bird vary common In the slonghs and along the beach of Lake 
Michigan. At Mlllburn, Lake Co., I saw large numbers of these 
flying In the marshes. One day I sat on a fence and shot and 
secured thirteen ae they flew over or by me at Intervals. I can 
here certify to their partial Insectivorous habits, since I have seen 
them catch Insects while performing gyrations not unalmllsr to 
the Tern. They breed plentifully lo this vicinity, and I believe 
their eggs to be not more uncommon than those of the spotted 
sandpiper (Tringoldee macularlue).” 

Northern Phalarope (Loblpes hyperboreus). Dr. Vel e Is 
authority for this bird being occasionally In the market. 
Nelson says: “Rather rare; migrant ths first of May and 
the last of September and the last of October. Fre¬ 
quents slow streams and marshy pools, where, swimming 
gracefully from one patch of floating reeds to another, It 
obtains Its food. It Is quite gentle and unsuspicious, and I 
have approached In a boat »I thin five yards of ooe without Its 
showing the least concern.”—(Birds of N. E. Illinois ) Dr. Velle 
found these birds most plentiful on the Calumet river. 

American Woodcock (Phflohela minor). Common. Though 
these birds are not often seen In the market on account of their 
being secured for tbe table aa toon aa they appear, yet they And 
their way Into the city In considerable numbers. 

American Snipe; Wilson’s Snipe (Galllntago wllaonl). Com¬ 
mon In tbe market according to Nelson (Birds N. E. Illinois) It 
“ is abundant daring migrations, and not a very rare Summer res¬ 
ident. ' Arrives the first part of April and nearly all are gone by 
tbe first of May. Returns In the Fall, tbe flnt of September, and 
departs by the flrat of November." Mr. T. H. Douglass obtained tte 
eggs near Waukegan, and while there In the Spring of 187fl I 
found several pairs daring ths breeding season, In various por¬ 
tions of the marsh near that place. He farther note* thlscarloas 
habit “ Morning and evening and through cloudy day* In the 
early part of tbe breeding aeaaon tbe male haa a carious hsbtt 
of mounting high overhead, then descending obliquely for aotne 
distance, and a* It tarns apward strikes rapidly with Its wings, 
producing a load whistling sound with each stroke. Thla ma¬ 
neuver la repeated again and again, and appear* lo be perf rmed 
for the same purpose salt tbe booming of tbe night hawk. Be¬ 
sides this sound the Wilson'* snipe haa a peculiar sharp cry dur¬ 
ing this aeaaon, which la ottered whan the bird I* disturbed. I 
flrat became acquainted with this note In May, 1876, whan, while 
walking along a marshy atrip of land I waa surprised to hear a 
load ka-ka-ka-k* ht ka, ottered with great force and lo a rather 


loud, harah ton*. Turning quickly I was ottll more astonished 
to find the author ooe of these bird*. It waa flying restlessly 
front post to post along a fence and showed the greatest uneasi 
ness at my preaeace, the notes being repeated st abort Intervals. 
Although It* neat waa probably near I could not discover It.” 

Red-breasted Snipe (Mscrorhampbni grlaeus). This species 
Is found occasionally In tbe market, bnt usually falls prey to the 
taxidermist, aa It I* a very desirable bird to have. 

Stilt 3*odptper (Macrorhamphu* hlmantopns). This species la 
Introduced as a possibility. One specimen la known to have 
been shot by Mr. R. P. Clarke is tbe city limits. Nelson ha* *lao 
observed the species within the city llmlta. 

Sc ml pal mated Sandpiper (Ereunete* poslllue). Dr. Velle notes 
thla species aa common. Of It Nelson (Blrda N. E. Illinois) ob¬ 
serves: “ Very abundant migrant and may remain through the 
summer. From repeated dissections I am confident these are 
barren birds, and as Mr. Maynard suggest*, probably young of 
tbe preceding year. Migrations; May 1 to 25, and the last of 
August to October.” 

Least Sandpiper (Trlnga mlnntllla). Not uncommon. Mr 
Nelaon I* convinced from the movements of tbe bird that It 
breeds In this vicinity. 

Jack Snipe; Graes Snipe (Trlnga maculata). Doubtless the 
most common specie* of this tribe of birds In the market. They 
are shot In various places throughout Cook and Lake counties, 
and are to be fonnd breeding near one of the small lakes of the 
latter county. 

Baird’s Sandpiper (Trlnga maculata). Given on authority of 
Dr. Velle aa a very rare species. Nelson (Birds of N. E. Illi¬ 
nois), says that It Is “■ rather uncommon migrant the middle 
of May, the last of August and first of September. It le generally 
found In small parties or singly; with other species of sandpipers; 
bnt It sometimes occurs In large flocks.” 

Bonaparte’s Sandpiper; Whlte-rumped Sandpiper (Trlnga bon- 
apartel). Dr. Velle states that It la very rarely seen. Mr. Nel¬ 
son found It a rather uncommon migrant- Dr. Hay writes that 
It was formerly abundant during migrations but Is now rare (st 
Racine). June 9, 1876, Mr. Nelson states that he obtained one 
specimen and saw quite a number of others upon the lake shore 
at Waukegan. Mr. R. P. Clarke Informed him that he has taken 
It late In Aut'imn upon the lake shore near Chicago. 

The Purple Sandpiper (Trlnga maratlma). Dr. Velie states 
that he shot a specimen of this species among a lot of sander- 
llngs. Nelson, In “Birds of N. E. Illinois,” says: “Very rare dur¬ 
ing migrations.” 

Red-backed Sandpiper; American dunlin (Trlnga alplna vsr. 
americana). Not uncommon. 

Red-breaeted Sandpiper; Knot (Trlnga canutua). Secured by 
Dr. Velle. Rare. This la another of so-called “ maratlme spe¬ 
cie* ” which regularly visits the breeding grounds by way of the 
great lakes, as well as along the coast It Is not a common or 
regular migrant, passing north during May. It retn- ns early In 
September and remains until October. I have never observed It 
away from the vicinity of tbe lake shore, where It Is generally 
found In company with one or two others of tbe same family. 
(Nelson, Birds N. E. Illinois. Page 128). 

Sanderllng; Ruddy Plover (Calldrfs arenarla). A very com¬ 
mon bird In the market and along the shore* of Lake Michigan. 
The species, for a wonder, escaped the eaxle eye of Dr. Coues, 
who did not Incorporate It Into bis “ Birds of the Northwest.” 
Dr. Velle finds It abandant Nelson, In “ Birds of N. E. Illinois,” 
stye: “ It Is an abandant migrant along the lake shore. Ar¬ 
rives In full breeding plnmage, which varies greatly with Individ¬ 
uals, about tbe 20th of May, aud Is found In flocks numbering 
from live to seventy-live along the shore until June 10. Returns 
the first of August, still wearing Its breeding dress, which la 
changed tbe last of the month for the duller garb of Winter. 
Departs for the South by tbe 20th of October. This species,with 
jS. melodia, is found almost exclusively along the bare sandy 
beach, where It would seem an Impossibility for It to obtain a 
living.” 

Great Marbled Godwlt (Llmosa fedoa). Not uncommon. Tbe 
Museum of Natural History of the Northwestern University at 
Evanston, III., contains several specimens obtained In the market. 

Hudeonlan Godwlt (Llmosa hudsondlca). Not common. 
Specimens In ths Museum of Natural History of tbe Northwest¬ 
ern University, taken from the market 

' Wtllet; Semlpalmatcd Tatler (Totatnn* semlpalmatua). Rather 
rare. Breeds In this vicinity. A specimen of It* egg In the North¬ 
western Unlverel y oologies] collection was taken In tbla vi¬ 
cinity. 

Greater Tellow legs; Greater Telltale (Totanus melanoleucus). 
Common. A Summer resident Breeds. This latter note la 
given on the anthority of Mr. Frank L. Rice, of Evanston, who 
his a specimen of the egg In his private collection. 

Lesser Tellow Leg*; yellow-shanks (Totanua flavlpes). More 
numerona than tbe last species. Is said to breed. 

Solitary Tatler (Totanua aolltarins). Given on authority of Dr. 
Velle. Not common In market though ■ common migrant Mr. 
Nelaon think* that It breed*. 

Spotted Sandpiper; Spotted Tattler; Tip-up, etc. (Totanus 
maculariua). Common. A Bummer resident Breed* abund¬ 
antly. Egg* easiest obtained of any specie* of thla kind of 
blrda. 

Field Ployer; Bartromtan Sandpiper; Upland Plorer (Actiturus 
bartramlua). Common. Breeda plentifully about Chicago. 

Bail breasted Sandpiper (Trynglte* rufeacena). One specimen 
of thla bird along the shore at Cblosgo by Mr. Robert Clarke. 

Long-billed Curlew (Numenlo* longlrotrla). Rather common 
Brought into the market more generally from the Kankakee 
marshes. Breeds In Illinois and lows. 

Esquimaux Curlew (Nameutna borealis). Not uncommon dur¬ 
ing migration. 
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GIomj Ibis (Iblt palcinellns Tar. ordtt). GIt«d on authority of 
Dr. Velle. Occasionally found In the market 

King Rail (Rallua elegant). Common. Breeda abundantly 
throughout the state. 

Virginia Rail (Rallua Tlrglnlanua). Common. Breeda through¬ 
out the stale. 

Carolina Rail (Ponsna Carolina). Common. Breeda through¬ 
out the state. 

Little Yellow Rail (Ponana noveboracenala). Rare In market. 
Has been found to breed In the state. [See birds of N. E. Illi¬ 
nois, page 184]. 

Little Black Rail (Porsana jamalcensla). Rare In market. 
Breeda. The capture of the neat of this species la of peculiar 
Interest In “ Birds of Northeastern Illinois," Hr. Nelson says: 
“ During the Spring of 1875 I saw three specimens In the Calu¬ 
met marshes. The Brat was observed early In May. On the 19 
of June, i he same season, while collecting with me near the Calu¬ 
met river, Mr. Frank Dewitt, of Chicago, was fortunate to dis¬ 
cover a nest of this species containing ten freshly-laid eggs. The 
nest was placed in a deep cup-shaped depression, In a perfectly 
open situation, on a border of a marshy spot, and Its only con¬ 
cealment was such as a few straggllog earlier afforded. It la 
composed of soft green leaves loosely Interwoven In a circular 
manner. The nest In shape and construction looks like that of a 
meadow lark. The eggs are creamy white,and average 1.00X.81 
Inches. They are nearly perfectly oval, and are thinly sprinkled 
with fine reddish brown dots, which become larger and more 
numerous at one end. 

Florida Galllnule (Gallnula galeata). Common. Breeds In this 
vicinity abundantly. 

Coot (Fullca amerlcana). Very common. A prolific breeder 
In this state. 

White Fronted Goose (Anser alblfrona, var gambell). Com¬ 
mon. Nelson (Birds of N. E. Illinois) says: “ Very abundant 
migrant, occurring lu large flocks. Arrives from the North In 
October and disperses over the state. Found In large numbers 
In cornfields over the central portion of the state, where hun¬ 
dreds are killed and shipped to the market. When the streams 
become frozen they remove further south. Return early and 
f equent thr same localities until the first week In April, when In 
company with the various other small species of geese, they de¬ 
part for the North. During late seasons they occasionally linger 
^ntll the last week In April. 

Blue Goose (Anser corvulescens). Common though not as 
abundant as the preceding species. Nelson says, In Birds of N. 
E. Illinois: "Many are sent to the market with the white 
fronted geese during migration. During some seasons the blue 
geese are nearly as numerous as the white fronted. Its habits 
and migrations while with us are essentially the same. The 
adults Invariably possess the white head and upper part of the 
neck, which, In the younger specimens Is more or less varlgated 
with dark feathers; these disappear as the bird becomes gilder, 
and In many the head Is pure snow-white, In sharp contrast to the 
dark plumage of the rest of the upper parts." 

Snow goose (Anser byperboreus). Found during migrations. 

Lesser Snow Goose (Anser byperboreus var. albatus). Found 
during migrations. 

Canada Goose (Branta canadensis). Rather abundant. 

Hutchlu’s Goose (Brants canadensis var. hutchlnsll). Com¬ 
mon. 

Mallard (Anas boschas), One of the most common species of 
duck In the market. Breeds In the state. 

Dusky Duck (Anas obscure), More uncommon than the last. 
They are said by Nelson to breed here. 

Pints); Spring-tall (Anas acuta). Common. According to 
Nelson they breed In the Calumet marshes. 

Gadwall (Chaulelasmus streperus). Common. 

American Widgeon (Mareca amerlcana). Common. Breeds. 

Green Winged Teal (Qnerquedula carollnensls). Common. 
Breeda 

Blue Winged Teal (Querquedula dlscors). Common. Breeds. 

Shoveler; Spoonbill (Spatula clypeata). Common. Breeds. 

Wood Duck (All sponsa). Common. Breeds In the state. 

Greater Black-bead; Greater Scoup Duck (Fullgula marlin). 
Not very common. 

Lesser Black-bead (Fullgula afflnls). Very common. Said to 
breed. 

Ring-neck Duck (Fullgula collarls). Common. Bald to breed 
sparsely by Nelson. 

Red-head; Pochard (Fullgula ferlna, var. amerlcana). Com¬ 
mon. " Professor Ballou has reason to suspect that It breeds In 
the Calumet marshes and In northern Illinois,** a full set of their 
eggs were taken near Detroit by W. H. Collins, one specimen of 
which Is In the oologlcal collection of the Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity.” 

Canvas-back Duck (Fullgula valllsnerla). Common, 

Golden-eye (Bucepbala clangula). Common. A Winter real- 
dont. Nelson In “Birds of N. E. Illinois” says: "This la 
usually a very shy species, but occasionally exhibits greet stu¬ 
pidity. I have known of several being shot from an open boat 
upon the lake, by placing out wooden decoys which they would 
approach, sometimes while the gunner was standing In plain 
view. This, however, was a rare occurrence." 

Burrows Golden-eye (Bucepbala lalandlct). This doubtful 
species Is given on authority who calls It “ a Winter resident of 
Lake Michigan, and found Irregularly throughout the stats at 
that season.” 

Buffle-head Dock (Bucephala albeola). The most common of 
the genus In the market. 

Old-wife; Long-tailed Duck (Hare) da glacial Is i. Common. 

Black Scoter Duck (CEdemla amerlcana). 

Velvet Scoter (fEdemla fuses). Common. 


Surf Duck (CEdemla perspIclUata). 

Ruddy Duck (Xrlematura rublda). Common. “ Breeds." 

Goosander; Merganser (Mergus merganser). Common. 

Red-breasted Merganser (Mergus seritor). Rare. 

Hooded Merganser (Mergus cucullatus). Abundant 

It Is doubtless true that there are several species which might 
have been Included In this catalogue. They are omitted, how¬ 
ever, on account of their extreme variations In migration. 

But few species of mammals find their way Into the market.

THE field trial derby. 

We publish this week In full the entries In the First National 
American Kennel Club Field Trial Derby. Soon after the stake 
had been decided on we predicted the entries would number one 
hundred. Our prediction has been more than verified as they 
number one hundred and seven; and p >salbly there may be more 
yet to come, as all entries mailed April 1 are eligible, and some 
of them may not have reached the secretary of the club at the 
time of our last advices from him. 

Such a large qumberof entries for the first Derby shows a deep 
and growing Interest In field sports anJ promises well for the 
future. To us it Is especially gratifying, not only because It shows 
a healthy Interest in field sports, but for the additional reason 
that It was at our suggestion that the stake was opened. Com¬ 
pared with the entries In the English Kennel Club’s Derby the 
National American Kennel Club has to congratulate Itself on Its 
success with this, Its first Derby. The entries In the English 
Derby were: 1875, (first Derby) seventy-nine; 1876, one hundred 
and one; 1877, ninety-nine; 1878, one hundred and ten; 1879, 
one hundred and twenty; and this year (1880) Its sixth, the 
Derby has one hundred and twenty-eight, Just twenty-one more 
than ours. 

The stake will be the richest ever run In America, as It will 
give the first dog $417.50; Ibe second $278.84, and the third dog 
1139.16. Moreover, the number of starters will doubtless be suf¬ 
ficiently large to reimburse the club, If not more than the added 
money, with that paid by starters, as they should certainly num¬ 
ber thirty. 

Of the one hundred and seven entries, ninety-four are setters, 
and thirteen are pointers. It will be observed that there are four 
foreign entries, two each by Mr. George Lowe, secretary of the 
English Kennel Club, and Mr. T. B. Bowers. We are much sur¬ 
prised that the Westminster Kenel Club should not have made 
some entries. Why! 

It has not yet been decided where the trials will be run, nor 
can any declalon be reached for some time to come. Mr. D. C. 
Sanborn, who was appointed by the club at Its last meeting to 
select a place, la hard at work to find a suitable one; and Mr. 
Charles H. Raymond, the president, has received several offers of 
places on which to run the trials. Mr. A. E. Godeffroy has offered 
his grounds at Guymard, Orange county, New York, and has 
promised, If accepted, to stock the grounds and protect them. 
Mr. W. De Forrest has also tendered the use of hls 6,000 acres In 
West Virginia, on which now are plenty of birds. And a similar 
offer has been made by Mr. E. 8. Wanmaker of between 1,800 and 
3,000 acres at Cool Spring, North Carolina. Wherever the trials 
may be located, there Is one thing certain they will be closely 
and hotly contested, and will, beyond doubt, have the largest 
number of entries of any trials yet run, for the entries In the 
Derby, which will be run at the same time as the Free-For-All 
and Brace Stakes,are a fair criterion upon which to base an opinion. 

The New Yoke Show.— The entries for the Westminster Ken¬ 
nel Club’s show are coming In very satisfactorily, and a large 
number of applications have been received from all parts of the 
country. The show will undoubtedly be a great success. En¬ 
tries, It will be remembered, close on the 12th, and must be 
mailed on that day. Messrs. Bartons A Rice, of No. 20 John 
street, New York, have donated an elegant silver cup of the valne 
of $800, to be awarded to the beet collection of dogs owned and 
exhibited by one person, kennel, or club; quality and number to 
be considered. Messrs. W. T. A J. Mersereau, of Newark, N. J., 
have donated a double-link chain collar (triple silver plated) and 
a nickel plated chain, to be competed for by the winners In 
the champion and open classes of pointers. A special prise list 
will not be published until the morning of the show. Entries 
for special prises ca n be made the fi rst day of the show.

Bear Hunting. 


Editor Chicago Field: —All through the Mississippi bottom 
this most exciting sport c»n be had to perfection; less so now, 
perhaps, than before the war, because planters have no longer 
the means to keep up the packs of dogs necessary to make the 
chase Interesting and successful, but the game still abounds 
there, and In some localities large packs can still be made ud 
among the neighbors. ' 

The bear dog may be of almost any breed, though the beet are 
those crossed and recrossed between the common hound, the 
terrier and greyhound. By Judicious breeding, these three strains 
of blood can I e so combined as to produce one, which will have 
nose, courage and speed. It Is not a common occurrence to meet 
with a belligerent " bruin," until be Is made so by being closely 
cornered, or after be has been wounded, although when aroused 
to the fighting pitch he becomes an ugly antagonist, and can 
make ead havoc with hls canine enemies. The dog above men¬ 
tioned soon learns to be very cautious In making bis attacks 
and will only do It when fereed. 

The packs of dogs now fouod In Mississippi are not made up 
of the choice breed already referred to, but of every breed which 
may be la the country. One good one to act as starter la suffi¬ 
cient to lead the motley crowd, which by natural Instinct hunt 
“9JJ game. As a rule, In the section of country bordering 
the Mississippi river, dogs do not get that care and attention so 
necessary to their well being; the consequence fa when sum¬ 
moned together for a grand hunt, a decidedly unfavorable Im¬ 
pression Is made upon the mind of the stranger, who seea such a 
gathering for the first time: have a little patience however, and 
before the day la over he will have reason to credit the old say- 
ll> llke the * ln K ed *»*> they are better than they look." 

The start la generally made as soon after day break as possible. 
Each hunter la mounted, and be needs be as good a horseman as 
a follower of Btynard, for sometimes the run Is a long one, and 
the natural obstructions met with in thoee semi-tropical foreets 
are quite formidable; fallen timber, a luxuriant, undergrowth, 
and an occaalonal bayou or creek to ford or swim, furnish a fair 
number of opportunities for a tumble. Every man haa In addi¬ 
tion to bis gun a large cane knife strapped around him, as In most 
Instances the gams Is brought to bay Id a cane brake, which In 
country is so dense that It cad only be entered by catting a 
trail through It. When all Is ready, the cavalcade starts, and It 
Is not generally long after reaching the woods before signs are 
seen, the bears usually coming up to the clearings at night In 
quest of food, particularly young porktrt, of which they are very 
fond. As soon as the pack geU away on a fresh trail, tbs chase 
** 7ery similar to that after deer, though bears are more cunning, 
and delode the dogs, mnch In the style of the fox. It Is Impossl 
ble to describe how beautiful the music from a good pack of 
dogs la In sneb superb forests as that country can boast of. the 
natural stillness, whlcb by Itself Is appalling, when broken by the 
peculiar melody of the dog’s voices when In hot pursuit, Is 
tnmply grand; one become* fearless, and excited to that Intense 
degree, that he seems for the time belsg of another world. Now 
the bear has evidently been brought to Day, or has turned upon 
tbo doga, for the fierce barking and snarling Indicate that they 
have stopped. In that vast space of quietude they seem much 
nearer than they actually are; bow to get to them, and to know 
exactly where they are, becomes the all-sbsorblng subject. Now 
there Is a momentary lull, and In the next few minutes, again

He who baa ever stood at the base of a aweet gum tree, In the 
center of a Mississippi canebrake, and In the mldat of that almost 
untracked wilderness, and aeen bis Drat bear laying partly oon- 
cealrd lo tbe forks of Ita topmost branches, and beard the yelp¬ 
ing, barking and snarling of fifty or more dogs, ranging from the 
splendid bound down to tbe common lice, ha* no conception of 
what excitement la, except, perhaps wbeo after a shot from hla 
unsteady aim, Bruin falls to the ground wounded, but not 
mortally, and tbe terrified combat between him and tbe dogs 
commences. It Is awfully grand, tbe dogs pounce npon him, and 
conceal him almost from view, until he rises, frantic with pain, 
from among them, dealing death at each stroke of hla mighty 
paws, and roarlLg with rage, snapping, and biting with hla 
enormous tasks, causing blood to Bow like water. It Is then that 
tbe courage and coolness of the old hunter Is required, to steal 
upon the foe, and with one well-directed blow of bl* howle-kntle 
bring the conflict to an eod. What a change a few minutes of 
such work has wrought; several of the fiercest doge are dead, a few 
less bold are wblnlng aud crouching around with a broken leg, 
or a deep gash on some part of their bodies shows that they, too, 
had been In the mtitt. This Is the Inevitable result, when tbe 
bear Is not killed outright, a difficult thing to do, aa they are very 
tenacious of life, and a ball must either enter the head or pierce 
the heart to do It; and even then If the ball does not finish them. 
In their last struggle they are sure to hart some one of tbe pack. 

As soon as the fight l> over, tbe dogs are given a taste of the 
beast's blood, and allowed to eat the entrails, aa a reward for 
tbelr good work. It the day Is not too far advanced, the chase 
Is resumed, particularly, as la sometimes the case, when some of 
the pack have strayed away and started another bear. How tbe 
bear or doga can get through the canebrakes at tbe speed they do 
Is a mystery, lesa so In tbe bear's case because they are so power¬ 
ful that they can force tbelr way, but the dogs have a bard time, 
as tbelr scarrvd-up bodies will testify. 

When the bunt Is over the carcase of Bruin Is put across tbe 
bsck of one of tbe horses, behind the saddle of the rider, and 
away for borne. This Is also a matter of some difficulty, as In 
tbe excitement of the chase no one thinks of which way be Is 
going, or how far from home It may be, and abonld the sun have 
gone down below the trees, It is a serious matter, and tbe only 
way to do la to rely upon tbe Instinct of the horse. 

The female common bear Is very savage while caring for her 
young, and at that time great caution baa to be observed In 
bunting her. Sometimes a bold hunter will attempt to capture 
the young alive, which is attended with great danger. Some 
years ago one man came very near losing hla life, and would have 
done so but for a small terrier dog. He bad found a bed where 
two young cube were, but tbe mother was bo where to be seen. 
He knew the danger of taking away the little ones before killing 
the old one, bnt after waiting some time for her return, he became 
Impatient and determined to wait no longer. The cabs were 
easily taken and put Into a bag, and off he started. After going 
only a few rods be beard a tremendous crushing of the cane be¬ 
hind him, from wblcb, and the sharp yelping of his little dog, he 
knew there was trouble ahead,solaylng down the bag, be prepared 
to give Mrs. Bruin a warm reception, and felt confident that be 
could slop her. Sbe came full tilt at him, and be allowed her to 
come within a few paces of where be stood before raising bis gun, 
and when be did it missed fire. There was not a moment to be 
lost; be took to his heels as fast as be could; fortunately the 
bear’s beadway waa checked by the terrier barking and biting a 
her, which caused her to turn, and thus gave tbe man a little ad¬ 
vantage. He kept perfectly cool, and while running, placed a 
new cap npon hla gun aud tbe next time he leveled It at his dan¬ 
gerous enemy It went off and put an end to her existence. 

Tbere Is no sport in the south more captivating tha . bear hunt¬ 
ing, and In the good old times, when tbe packs of dogs were well 
kept and of tbe proper breed, It was a delightful recreation, and 
was debarred of a good deal of Its present danger. Tbe months 
of October and November are the most favorable for thla sport, 
the swamps belug then dry, and the weatber generally bright and 
cool. At such a time a party of ^ enlal spirits can pass a few 
weeks camping out most delightfully. The natives offer a genu¬ 
ine welcome and are willing to aid in any way they can to make 
tbe time pass pleasantly; besides no one should attempt to fathom 
those forests unless accompanied by a guide accustomed to them.

In consequence of my gun shootli.g so remarkably dose at 
long ranges, Mr. Chapman expresses a donbt that I shall be able 
to prove bis effectiveness In practice. He likewise says that pat¬ 
tern at long distances la only obtainable at the coat of penetra¬ 
tion. Tbe appended table may, however, possibly cause blm to 
alter bis opinion on thla point I think Mr. Chapman will ad¬ 
mit that a low, wild, and Irregular pattern la quite aa objection¬ 
able as loss of penetration. He also suggests that the charges 
of powder I used were too light Now, although I do not mean 
to say I strictly adhere to those chargee on all occasions (cir¬ 
cumstances often necessitating a change), I would remind him 
that It ha* been proved over and over again that heavy chargee of 
powder are not always the most effective, bat that a co upara- 
tlvely small charge may often give tbe best result 
Wishing, however, to bear out the above-recorded facts, I un¬ 
dertook, on Wednesday last, another trial of my 8-bore for pat¬ 
tern on circlet of 301n. and 36ln., and for penetration also, using 
Pettit's pads for the purpose, and below I give you the table of 
result The charges or powder and shot method of loading, and 
cases, were precisely similar to what I used In the last trial. The 
day was most unfavorable, tbere being a very strong wind blow¬ 
ing right toward me from the target wblcb I cannot doubt acted 
detrimentally on tbe pellets, especially at the longer ranges; 
nevertheless, allowing for this contrritmpt, I feel sure the result 
obtained Is far from bad. Tou will see that although In this 
trial I lost whatever benefit the three-feet square target gave me 
In the last, tbe pattern Is fully maintained, and I believe the pen¬ 
etration will be acknowledged as quite sufficient for ordinary 
practical purposes.

Editor Chicago Fibld:—T hla baa been a fine Winter for tbe 
birds; scarcely any time baa tbe ground been so covered with 
snow aa to prevent them feeding od tbe smallest aeeda. Where* 
ever auy quails were left over by tbe sportsmen tbey have pros¬ 
pered, and tbe growing Interest shown by tbe farmers In caring 
for them over Winter la very suggestive of tbe good our clnbe are 
doing In educating toward game protection. The Luzerne 
Couuty Sportsmen’s Club have aent to Mr. Tobey, of Boelon, tbe 
funds for one hundred migratory quails; It may be tbey will never 
return, but we hope tbey may prove “ Bread cast upon the 
waters." 

I notice a communication from Joe, of Ashley, to your paper, 
In which be reflects upon tbe above-named club. I think be la 
mistaken; our club did prosecute the man Bam Edwards, did con¬ 
vict him of snaring ruffed grouse, did have blm sentenced to jail 
on bla refusing to pay tbe fine, and hla fine was paid after be bad 
been In confinement for three days, by one M. Marshal, but Mar¬ 
shal never waa, and I don’t think ever could, or can be, a mem¬ 
ber of tbe Luzerne County Bportaman's Club. - 

We kept very doae watch over the game dealei a, and our men 
were Instructed to a lae all trapped birds they might find In the 
market. That Edwards or any one else sent one tbouaand 
rnffad grouse to the market of Wilkeabarre, In 1879, moat be a 
mistake, for from all I can learn the market did not contain that 
number of shot and trapped bird* all told In the whole aeaaon. 
Tbe facts are that last year waa the very worst ever known on 
account of scarceness of ruffed grouse; not a single respectable 
bag was made by any of tbe shooters. The birds, owing to aocne 
cause, disease or other, were a* “scarce aa bens’ teeth J 5 ’ *0 Joe, 
lake It back. If yon please. Edwards la a miserable poacher, and 
the Luxerne County Sportsmen a Club will “go for him” at 
every opportunity. 

Ou February *9 four great loafers pursued and killed a deer 
near here, and our club promptly prosecuted them. Three were 
convicted, and sentenced to pay a fin* of fifty dollar* each. They 
gave bell and appealed; If the jury does not fall u* they will only 
have to pay heavier costa. 

Yesterday we learned that one of the fish dealers In town had 
brook trout on sale; we found that the flah came from a firm In 
Backet's Harbor, N. Y. stale. We bava *ent tbe proof to Hon. 
R. B. Roueevelt, and hope that steps may be laken to punish the 
firm.

The Fish Market of Paris. 

Over the paving-stones thunder the heavy railway vans that 
bring the ‘ tide "—the sole that you shall eat <m vin btanc at your 
dejeuner, the turbot which will figure a I'hollandmte on the carte 
at dinner this evening. The “tide” Is punctual this morning. 
To-day, stall events, no modern Vatol will behlshonored or need 
to run himself through, like the Prince de Conde’a celebrated 
cook, when, ae Mme. De Bevigne tells us lu one of her most 
sprightly letters, the “ tide ” was not forthcoming daring the 
Grand Monarqae’s stay at Chantilly. Bnt observe the crammed 
railway vans draw up In front of the pavl!lion. See how a hun¬ 
dred arms are stretched out to assist In removing the heavy 
basketfuls of flsh. The grated gates are thrown widely open by 
a acore of snbaltern functionaries. In the twlnkllnr of ao eye 
the flsh is transferred Into tbe market, and soon will be unpacked 
and laid out In large flat baskets, In which It will be offered for pub¬ 
lic auction. The noisy, animated scene offers a striking contrast 
to the aspect presented by the Halles in the days when Paris was 
blockaded, and when three little gold-fish or a solitary gudgeon 
from the Seine—the only specimens of tbe piscine species offered 
for auction—afforded the occasion of a lively competition. T e 
sale does not ordinarily begin till six or seven In tbe morning, 
but we may now step down into the Halle cellars, where 
all the unsold edibles are stored, where the fresh-water 
flsh, coming not merely from the home rivers and lakes, 
bat also from those of Holland, Prussia, Switzerland, and 
Italy, are preserved In grated tanks provided with running 
water; wtierc poultry Is killed, and live rabbits and ducks 
are kept till wanted, In large wire cages; where butter, 
cheese, and eggs are piled up In so-called “pigeon-hole*" 
that hold their tons, and placed as far as possible oat 
of tbe reach of the giant rats who stalk abroad at dead 
of night Each flsh-baaket bear* the name of Its sender and of 
the facUur, or salesman, who (a to dispose of It. And here be It 
mentioned that tbe Belgian and the English waters supply by 
far the largest proportion of the salt-water flsh which comes to 
the Paris Halles; half the mussels, too, are sent by Belgium; 
while, ss for oysters, now that those of Essex and Oatend 
are bought up for Vienna, 8t. Perstereburg, and Berlin, Parla 
mainly relic* o i Conrseulle# and 8t. Waaat for her supply—the 
Marennes beds sending nowaday bnt a few of their small, green 
bivalves, and the “ Portugo” and tbe " American," though 
plentiful, being at a discount. You have heard much of the 
Paris flsh-wtvas, no doubt— Insolent women of the Anoot type, 
aa tbelr reputation goes—and. In troth, they are not at all re¬ 
fined female*. In the old days, as now, their language waa dis¬ 
tinguished by rather too much force of expreirtoo, and a 
special edict was eDicted. a hundred and fort* nun m.bin.

The Sacramento Bn says: The California Fish Commissioners 
have this year put Into the Yuba river 5,000 Eastern trout 
hatched at San Leandro, 15,000 into theYoeemlte, 5.000 Into the 
Little Truckee and Independence lake, 6,000 Into the Feather 
river, and 14,000 Into the mountain streams, making In all 50,- 
000 young Eastern trout planted this year. These trout were 
put Into the streams of the Sierra Nevada, and not Into those of 
the Coast Range, because they do better In the mounUln waters. 
But the Coast Range streams bave not been forgotten, as 85,000 
of the Cloud river trout are now In process of being distributed 

In the streams of the Coast Range-A salmon was recently 

caught at Astoria, Oregon, which bad a mallard duck In Its belly. 

This Is no Jonah-whale story-In the co ding ponds at the 

Overman mine, Virginia City, there are 1,000 catfish, and they 
are getting away with tbe frogs at a great rate. It Is said that they 
burrow In the mud during Winter... .H. H. Sheldon, assistant 
superintendent of the 8utro Tunnel, has been presented with 
1,000 Eastern trout, which he Intends sending to his farm In 

Sonoma Valley, where he has a lake fed by springs-J. Knowl- 

ton, Jr., the 8an Francisco agent of the Tucson and Tombstone 
Stage Company, went fishing on Olema creek, Marin county, a 
few days ago, and bsnled out a trout that measured thirty-seven 
Inches In length and weighed fourteen and a half pounds. 

Tbs Reno (Nevada) OaietU states that the present thaw is 
bringing down from the mountains a Urge volume of water, and 
the trout are running up In considerable numbers. “ The water 
flows over the center of the dam and falls about a foot and a half 
Into a pool below. Every few minutes a trout would spring from 
the pool and fling Itself Into the sir. A few succeeded In sur¬ 
mounting the fall, when they would quickly swim over the swift 
water crossing the dam, Into tbe pond above. It is a beautiful 
sight to watch tbe fish in their effort’ to leap the dam. On tbe 
south side of tbe dam there Is a passage left for the flsh, but 
they seem to think they must try tbe fall first. In this they re¬ 
semble tbe active boys who would sooner vault a fence than crawl 
through It Angling will now commence lo earnest.'’ 

Forriqn Notis. —Anglers are alarmed at the appearance of 
bull trout In tbe Severn. Salmon suffer from the Inroads of 
these greedy feeders... .The few fresh-run flsh and diseased 
"kilts” in the Tweed cause much dissatisfaction among tbe 
anglers along that stream .. Fishing o > the Lee In the Cork dis¬ 
trict promises well .. .On tbe Shannon the weather has been un¬ 
favorable for angling... ,8ome heavy salmon have been landed 

In the Tay district-Prospects on the Spey are encouraging. 

Fresh-run fish are plenty... .A fifty pound salmon opened the 
sport at Loch Tay. 

Pbovbssor Baird, In response to inquiries of Senator Booth, 
denies that there Is any purpose on tbe part of the Federal Fish 
Commissioners to endeavor to reserve the whole of the McCloud 
river from public use, their only desire being to protect tbe river 
against any business which would be injurious to tbe batching 
operations, but not to prevent Its use for ordinary purposes. 

Thb Truckee Republican says; “Two thousand Eastern brook 
trout were planted In Donner's creek,and four thousand were sent 
to Independence lake. They are smaller than tbe usual western 
trout and about the rise of the silver trout recently caught In 
Independence. Commissioner B. B. Redding directed the distri¬ 
bution. 

Thb Chicago market la dally supplied with perch, herring, 
white-fish, suckers, troat, sturgeon, murcalonge, white baas and, 
mullet from Lake Michigan, and with white, black’and rock bass, 
sun-fish, pickerel, pike, bull heads, suckers, mullet, perch, buffalo 
silver base and shad, from .Calumet and Wolf lakes.

This means Its erection over all dams wh'ch obstruct the 
free passage of flsh In the streams of this state. Virginia.

Our first Saturday at sea was hardly a pleasant one. The wind 
bad abated, but a heavy sea wsa still running, and the beams of 
tbe sun, which contrived to struggle through the thick clouds, 
only served to make more dreary the vast expanse of heaving 
waters, In tbe midst of which we were rolling and pitching. 

We had soaked so many days in brine that we had beoome rec¬ 
onciled to some degree and paid no attention to tbe seas as they 
rolled over the railing, except when one tumbled any of us over, 
which happened not Infrequently. 

Tbe monotony of a stormy marine view was slightly relieved 
by tbe sight of a barque staggering along under lower topvalls.

Ok, boy only pull—I’ll give ye everything In my chest, boys, If 
you’ll only spring—only five seas off, my sons—we’ll be onto ber 
In a minute—err you all asleep—why don't you pull—ready bar- 
poooer I Give It to her I tleru! stern all! stern snd get clear of 
tbewbalel’ and we did‘stern’ but it warn’t no use. When 
the whale felt the Iron she gave her tall a flirt, took the boat 
amidships, and In less than two seconds I was in the air with a 
lot of oars, men snd other wreckage. When I started on the 
down trip I saw that whale standing on end, her bea I out of the 
water, her mouth oj>en wide, and a twinkle In her eye, as 
much as to say, ‘ I’ll fix you, my boy,’ and I thought 
she would. I struck square In her mouth but was 
going to fsst that I slid down her throat, and only Just heard 
the crash of her Jaws coming together, when I landed In a big 
place which I gueeed was her stomach.

Two buckets of fresh water sufficed for all of us to wash In, 
after which It was used for washing clothes, snd It would sur¬ 
prise the women folks ashore to see how many clothes can be 
washed clean (!) lo so little water. 

During the day we shook reef out of the foresail snd set the 
gallant sail, hauled down the stay sails, as they slatted so badly. 

All hands, with the exception of the man at tbe wheel, were 
variously engaged In reading, washing, mending or sleeping, snd 
were all, of course, smoking, for a sailor without a pipe or s big 
quid In his mouth Is like a ship at sea without a rudder. Then 
came the dinner, talked of and thought of since Thursday, the 
last “ duff day,” and ample Justice was done to It, though It was 
eaten off of one piste, aod that a tin one. “ Duff day” Is a point 
to reckon tbe day of the week from.

Tbe menu of the sailor Is not remarkable for Its variety nor for 
tbe nicety of Its preparation and serving.

The Forests of Northern Wisconsin. 

(From our Special Correspondent) 

I arrived at Junction City, tbe point »t which the Wisconsin 
Central cro-ses the Wisconsin Valley Railroad, at three o’clock In 
the afternoon, and having nearly a day to spend there with noth¬ 
ing better to do, I took my rifle and strolled Into tbe woods. And 
such woodal Dense and luxuriant In the extreme. This Is tbe 
heart of the great Wlsconsion pine region and although thous¬ 
ands of men are employed every Winter, and have been for many 
years past to cutting and running out this timber, still their 
Inroads are scarcely perceptible except In the Immediate vicinity 
of the larger streams and along the lines of railroad. By going 
away from these a few miles In any direction, the native forests 
are still found In all their virgin loveliness snd grandeur. 

While this la popularly termed the “ pine region,” still there 
are vast tracts of hardwood timber with scarcely a pine or ever 
green of any kind visible. Portions of tbe hardwood tracts, how¬ 
ever, are Interspersed here and there with stately pines or luxuri¬ 
ous hemlocks. 

This region Is still In its Winter dress, the ground being cov¬ 
ered with enow a foot or more In depth, but Is none the lets In¬ 
teresting to the lover of nature on that account, and to the 
sportsman tbe snow forms a valuable ally, as It speaks unerringly 
of the presence or absence of game, as the esse may be. It 
might well be supposed that the wide swaths cut through these 
forests by the lumbermen, together with tbe great amount of 
hunting done by them, the settlers and by visiting sportsmen, 
bad long ago driven all the game out of the woods, but such Is 
by no means the case. While It Is not ss abundant as before 
thelnroadsof these people, still It is plentiful In tbe more remote 
districts and those that remain undisturbed. 

In some Instances deer and other game may be readily found 
within easy sound of tbe whistle of ihe passing locomotive or tbe 
neighboring saw mill. In walking a distance of two miles from 
tbe station I counted six deer tracks, some fresh, some old, that 
bad crossed the path along which my course lay. In the same 
time I put up more than a dosen ruffed grouse. Squirrels are 
abundant; tbelr little tracks leading to and from almost every 
tree In tbe woods. 

I returned to the village at dusk, and early the next morning 
took another stroll In the same direction. On this occasion 1 
found the track of several other deer, some of which had passed 
during the night, and one of which, a noble buck, bad passed 
scarcely half an boar before me. In the vernacular of the wood¬ 
man, tbe trail was still *'warm.’’ I turn and follow It a short 
distance, studying It with that intense delight with which an artist 
studies a fine painting or an astronomer gases at the starry 
heavens. See, be has been moving leisurely, deliberately. His 
steps are short and uneven. Yea, he Is feeding. Here he has 
stopped and eaten the bade from a cluster of linden shrubs. Now 
be moves on again. Here, further along, near tbe root of a beech 
tree, he has pawed the snow away till he has laid bare a small 
patch of the pound, In hopes of finding a mouthful of grass, bnt 
has apparently been disappointed, as nothing but dry lsaves re¬ 
warded hla search. Here he tarns to the right end “ browses" 
again and then movea on.. Ten to one that I can trail him down 
end get a shot within half an hour. But no, It la out of season 
—tbe law says no; my conscience says no—end I will not 
The train la nearly due now. end 1 return to the station, snd 
p roceed on my Journey northward. 

I am Informed by parties living here that deer are seen by the 
settlers almost every day. One young man tells of having «e«n 
six In a drove a few days ago, only three miles from here. They 
tell me furthermore that the game laws are strictly observed by 
common consent, mors then from any tear of prosecution; that 
deer Is rarely killed daring the dose season. Occasionally, how¬ 
ever, e needy settler kills one for the purpose of supplying his

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Tbit portion of the state la very (panel; ietiled except near 
the railroad*. There are whole township* laying a few mile* 
back from the road* that hare a* jet no opening* made In their 
living wall*. Settlement* have been made, however, all along 
the roads, a* 1* alwaj* the case when railroad* enter new 
countries, and nourishing town* now stand when all was dense 
wilderness four jean ago, when the first engine whistle broke 
the stillness.
